After an exchange of views by 
French-Canadian members as to the abso- 
lute inutility, from a party point of view, 
of La Patrie, the personal organ of Mr. 
Tarte, and Le Soleil, that of Mr. Pacaud, 
and to the necessity of founding simultan- 
eously at Quebec and Montreal two party 
newspapers, Mr. Beausoloil, M.P., took 
the floor to relate the details of a case in 
which he was directly concerned, 

In the first place, he repudiated 
energy any susvicion that might be cast 
upon him regarding an alleged systernatic 
hostility to the Laurier Oabinet. 

‘There can be, he said, ‘no objection 
to the conduct of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who 
treats the members not only with courtesy 
and justice, but with liberality and goner- 
osity. ‘The fact is, the Premier is obliged 
to employ a great deal of his time in re- 
airing the errors committed in the other 
Repatwarecta: 

‘* Hon. Mr. Mulock is » model Minister 
who settles all questions with the greatest 
promptness and does all in his powor to 
satisfy the members of the party. Such, 
however, is not the case with the Minister 
ot Public Works, who appears to delight in 
ill-treating everyone who has a business 
transaction with his department,and to em- 
barrass the friends of the Government. 
‘Two amounts,’” continued the member 
for Berthier, ‘** were voted at the’ last 
session, one of $5,000 to construct a public 
building at Berthier, and the other of 
$7,000 to deepen the river in front of that 
town. Without communicating with the 
Federal member, Mr. Tarte sent for the 
local member, Mr. Chenevert, and now a 
speculation is going on if not already com- 
pleted ut the expense of the Government. 
In the case of deepening the river, the 
contract was given toa young man, Mr 
Joseph Robillard, carpet merchant, of 
Montreal, cousin of the Minister and ason 
of Mr. Joseph Robillard, a defeated Tory 
candidate. Mr, Tarte does not enjoy the 
confidence of the Liberal party in ‘the dis- 
trict of Montreal and the Prime Minister 
had the proof of this upon his return from 
Europe, when the representatives of the 
Liberal clubs, a great number of members, 
and election workers informed him of this 
truth, : 


‘*Asa matter of fact, the Libecal party 
in the district ot Montreal is not repre- 
sented in the cabinet. Mr. Geoffrion has 
no portfolio and gives more attention to 
his clients thaa to politics. Mr. Tarte is a 
Conservative who ignores the services 
rendered him by old Liberals and only 
fayors the new recruits. The greatest in- 
dignation, however, was felt in the party 
on account of his intrigues with Chapleau. 
Dansereau, and Nantel, which brought the 
party to the brink of ruin and which 
would have destroyed the Government had 
Sir Adolphe Chapleau been maintained at 
Spencerwood. Happily the Prime Min- 
ister saw the danger and ayoided it by

The Possibilities and the Probabilities 
Discussed in the Light of the Senate's 
Yukon Vote—Aftor the Sennto's Scalp 


Ottawa Nowa. 


Ottawa, April 1.—(Special.)—The Goy 
ernment has decided upon an important 
point in connection with the administra- 
tlon of the Yukon territory. Dawson 
City is the centro of attraction just now, 
because of its contiguity to the Klondike, 
but tho Klondike River salone does not 
constitute the whole of tho gold area of 
the district, and before long thousands of 
prospectors will bo scattered all over that 
country. Dawson is ndmittedly located 
on uw swainp, and is consequently yvory 
unhealthy. The Government sees no rea- 
son for choosing Dawson as the capital, 
but on tho contrary, thera aro good rea- 
sons why some other point should be 
solocted. Accordingly, it has been decided 
to erect barracks for the military at Fort 
Selkirk, which is splendidly situated at 
tho confluenco of the Pelloy and Lewis 
Rivers, and directly on the line of travel 
into the heart of the Yukon country. 
Necessarily, the bank building of tho 
Bank of Commerce must be erected at 
this point. 

. A Lull in Yakon Affairs, 

There is ao lull in Yukon Rallway 
affairs today. ‘The Premier was not in 
his place in the Chamber, and will likely 
be confined to his house for two or three 
days, 
sore throat. Owing to his absence thoro 
was no announcement as to tho policy 
tho Government will pursuo in view of 
the altered condition of affairs. The im- 
pression prevails that as Mann & McKen- 
zio have men and supplies on the Stikine 
now, the Government ‘will make an 
arrangoment with them to build a wagon 
road.

On the other hand thero are others of 
more moderate tendencies, who will tell 
you sub rosa that they are mightily 
pleased that the Senate has rejected the 
bill, and got the Government out of a 
tremendous hole, Of course the abolition’ 
of the Senate will hereafter be a promin- 
ent plank of Liberal propagandism, and 
suggestions are forthcoming for altering 
the constitution. Ono proposal which is 
being urged on the exccutive is to scoure 
Imperial legislation authorizing the Goy- 


ernment, when it chooses, to summon a |i 


congress of both ilouses to yote upon any 
measure that has beon passed by the 
popular chamber and rejected by tho 
Senate, and the measure shall stand or 
fall by the majority on the joint vote. 
This system obtains in Brazil, and is 
more applicable where both Houses are 
elective. Another course open to the Goy- 
ernment is to ask the Imperial authori- 
ties to empower the Goyernor-Gencral, 
on the advice of his Ministers, to appoint, 
not six, as provided in the British. North 


enable the Government to govern and the 
wishes of the people to be carried out. 
This suggestion is not likely to be enter- 
tained for a single moment by the Im- 
perial authorities.

A THEATRE MANAGER KILLED 


Tragedy in Earnest at the Audi- 
torium in London, Ont. 








James Tuttle, the Manager of the Wesley 
Stock Company, Struck William D, 
Emeyson in a Dispute Over Wages 
and Was Shot and Instantly Killed — 
Emerson Claims Self-Defence and 

Gave Himself Up, 4 a 


London, Ont., April 2.—James Tuttle, 
manager of the Wesley Stock Gompany, 
was shot and instantly killed by William 
D. Hmorson,his leading man, on the stage 
of the Auditorium here last night. Emer- 
son gavo himself up to the police and 
was lodged in the colls with a charge of 
murder registered against him. 

Emerson, who is an ex-officer in the 
United States Nayy, accompanied by his 
wife, whose stage name is Laura Wilson, 
joined the Wesley Company, a company 
playing a repertoire at popular prices, 
some two weeks ago, as leading man and 
woman. Both are.well known to the pro- 
fession and haye held good engagements 
with the Frohmans and other well-known 
managers, but were forced by circum- 
stinces to: accept the positions offered 
them, P 

Afraid He'd Lose His Salary. 

Emerson became suspicious of losing 
his salary, and last night demanded that 
he be paid in full before the curtain rose 
upon ‘The Nomineo,’’ in which he had 
the tithe role, Manuger Tuttle sent part 
of the money, but the actor was obdur- 
ate. The two men faced each other on 
the stage. Tuttle struck Emerson in the 
face, and the actor, drawing a royolyer, 
shot Yuttlo in the head, killing him in- 
stuntly. 

Turning to tho horror-stricxen group 
of actors, he stated hat he had acted in 
self defence, and asked that an offloer be 
called, When the patrol wagon drew up 
a mob of 3,000 surrounded the doors and 
Hmerson was smuggled out of a back 
door, and, accompanied by his wife and 
one officer, walked through sido streets 
to the police station. 

Tho dead man was a native of Brant- 
ford, Ont., while Emerson comes from 
Chicago, although claiming New York as 
his home.

Undor oxisting conditions, all dead let 
tors have to be transmitted from all parts 
of the Dominion to Ottawa, whioh is the 
contral point of distribution, One of the 
amondments contemplates a change, by 
which they can be returned to the sender 
from such other places in the Dominion 
as the Postmaster General may from time 
to time direct, 

Two-Cont Postage. 

The new Act provides for the ostablish- 
mont of a uniform tiwo-cont rate of post- 
age, ‘ho clause pi ides as followa: 

“On all lottors transmitted by post for 
any distance within Canada, excopt in 
casos herein otherwise specially provided 
for, there shall bo charged and paid one 
uniform rate of two cents per ounce 
weight, and fraction of an ounce boing 
chargeable as an ounce, and such postage 
rate of two cents shall be propaid by post- 
age stamp or stamps at the time of post- 
ing tho letter. Lotters wholly unpaid 
shall not be forwarded by post, but lot- 
ters addressed to any place in Canada, 
on which any postage has been prepaid 
by stump, shall be forwarded to thelr 
dostination, charged with double ~ the 
mnount of postage thereon not so pre: 
paid, which amount shall be collected on 
dolivery."’ 

Tho clause also provides that the reduo- 
tion shall only come into force upon a 
proclamation of the Govyernor-in-Council 
to that effect. 

Vostuge on Nowspapers. F 

The present Jaw respecting the postage 
rates on newspapers and periodicals is re- 
pealed with one proviso, and the follow- 
ing new clause submitted: 

“On and after the first day of January, 
1899, newspapers and periodicals printed 
and published in Canada, mailed by the 
publisher in the post-office at the place 
where they are published, and addressed 
to rggular subscribers or newsdealers in 
Canada, resident elsewhere than in the 
placo of publication, shall be transmitted 
by mail to their respective addresses at 
the following rates of postage, viz.: On 
and from the first day of January, 1899, 
and until and inclusive of the thirtioth 
day of June, 1899, at the rate of one- 
quarter of one cont, and theroafter at the 
rate of one-half of one cent for cach 
pound weight, or any fraction of a pound 
weight, which shall be prepaid by post- 
age stamps or otherwise, as the Post- 
master-General from time to time directs, 
if, 

“Such nowspaper or periodical is known 
and recognized ag a newspaper or period- 
ical in the generally received sense of the 
word, and published regularly ‘at inter- 
vals of not more than one month; 

“The full title,place and date of publi- 
cation, and the distinguishing number of 
the issue are printed at the top of the 
first page, and also on any paper pur- 
porting to be a supplement to it afffl sent 
with it; ; 

“It is addressed to a bona fide sub- 
scriber, or to « known newsdealer in 
Canada; and, : 

“T6 is delivered into the post-oflice 
under such regulations as the Postmaster- 
General, from time to time, makes for 


‘that purpose; 


“And tho Postmaster-General may de- 
cide whether any publication, for which 
transmission at tho rates herein mentioned 
is claimed, is or jis not a newspaper or 
periodical within the meaning and intent 
of this section, and whether the require- 
ments ‘thereof haye or thaye not been 
complied with in respect of if, and from 
time to time may make any regulations 
he deoms necessary to give full effect to 
the provisions of this section, or to pre- 
yent fraudulent evasions thereof, 

“For the purpose of determining the 
weights of such newspapers or periodi- 
cals each newspaper or periodical trans- 
mitted separately through the mails shall 
be held to weigh not less than one-half 
of one ounce. 

‘Provided always that the said section 
No. 26 shall continue in full force in 
respect of any of such newspapers or 
periodicals as shall not be required to be 
transmitted by mail a longer distance 
than ten miles from tho placo of publica- 
tion.”’ , 

Mr, Mulock's Explanations, 

Mr. Mulock went on to say that he 
expected the postage on newspapers would 
ulmost make up for the loss on the reduc- 
tion of letter postage, and that yory soon 
the post-office would be a self-sustaining 
service. He thought it would at least be 
soine satisfaction to the newspaper pub- 
lishers to contribute to this result. Ho 
gave somo statistics to show the cost of 
freo transportation of newspapers, which 
ho treated as an abuse. The following 1s 
tho welght in pounds of newspapers 
transmitted froe in the years named:

Mr. Foster added that the House would 
also like to have the correspondence re- 
lating to the memorable uttempt to re 
duce the postage ou foreign-going letters. 

Mr. Mulock replicd that tho papers 
could not be brought down, os the nego 
tiations were not complete. Ho went on 
to say that the ‘Torics left a deficit of 
$800,000 in the post office in 1806. That 
deficit he had’alnost, if not quite, wiped 
out, and even the reduction from 8 to 2 
cents would not create so largo a deficit 
as that. 

Mr. Taylor Saw Objections, 

Mr. Taylor said, looking at this bill 
from the farmers’ point of view, it was 
most objectionable, Ninety por cent of 
the letters passing through the mails 
were sent by manufacturers and business 
people. Tho average farmer would not 
send more than four or five letters a 
year, so that at the outside he would save 
but five cents a year. On the other hand, 
90 per cent. of the newspapers were read 
by the farmers, and they wonlt hayo to 
piuy the inercased postage on the news 
pupers. This was arother blow at the 
farmer. A few years ago Mr. Mulock 
posed as the farmers’ friend—(hear, hear) 
—bit now he was going to give it to 
them in the neck. (Laughter.) This was 
one of the most objectionable picces of 
legislation eyer introduced into Parlia- 
mot, (Hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Clarke asked if if was the inten- 
tion to make any change in the rate for 
drop letters. 

Mr. Mulock replied that there was no 
proyision in the bill dealing with drop 
letters. 

In reply to Mr. Cascy, the Postmaster- 
General said he did not feel warranted in 
suggesting that the Government should 
undertuke the responsibility for insuring 
rogistered letters. He believed the regis- 
tration fee was too high, but that objec- 
tion would bo met largely when the 
postal rate system: cameo into existence, 
July 1 next 

The bill was read a first time. 

Tho Insolvency Bill. 

Sir Charles Tupper said ho desired to 
call the attontion of the Government to 
“& very important matter, viz., tho Insoly- 
ency bill, introduced by Mr, Fortin. The 
question inyolved great diversity of opin- 
jon on both sides, but he had had occa- 
sion during «a somewhat lengthened 
residence in Englund to learn how very 
important it was to the commiorcial inter- 
ests of Canada that there should be some 
measure’ of insolyoncy adopted by Parlia- 
ment that would relieye tho commercial 
men of Great Britain and other countries 
from the impression as to the great in- 
security of trade for fear of boing subject- 
ed to unjustifiable and improper loss. A 
fo yoars azo ho had attended in London 
a mecting of the British Empire League, 
at which Mr. Doboll and ho had perfected 
a resolution pledging themselyos to en- 
deayor to secure the adoption of an in- 
solyoncy law by the Parliament of Can- 
ada. He wishod to take this opportunity 
of rodecming that pledge by pressing on 
the Government what he regarded as tho 
great importanco of this measuro, which 
had beon introduced ably py Mr. Fortin. 
It was perfectly impossible to hopo that 
that measure could puss this session in 
the band of a private rnember, If was the 
duty, then, of the Goyermment to take 
hold of this question and place the bill 
on the order paper under Government 
orders, so that i¢ might be passed, He 
belioved both sides of the Houso would 
be disposed to approach tho consideration 
of this mensuro with a sincore desire to 
seo a practical mensure adopted, and so 
place the commercial community of Can- 
ada in & proper position in the oyes of the 
world. (Hear, hoar.) 

Sir Kichurd In Wary. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said he was not 
disposed to undorestinuate the importance 
of such a measure as the hon eentloman 
had alluded to, but it was the literal 
trutt: whon ho sald that of all the quos 
tions which could be submitted to Parla 
ment the question of insolvency was the 
one on which gentlomen of the legal pro 
feasion and othera wore most divided in 
ovinion, and ho know also that j¢ was of 
the vory groutest Importance, too, that if 
an insolyency law for the whole Domin- 
jon was to bo adopted 16 should be most 
fully and well considered. 

Mr. Fortin had done ao groat public 
yorvieo in bringing this mutter to the ate 
tontion of tho House and the publie, but 
hoe waa afraid he could not wo the Jength 
of promising that the Government would 
tuko the bitl under their 
Covyornment monsure 

Mr. Flint said it was the intention of 
Mr. Fortin, when the bill again camo up, 
to move its roference to a soleoct commit 
too, In order that its principles might be 
thoroughly discussed

Even President McKinley Has

Gonoral Woodford's Report. 


Washington, April 2.—Thore Is little 
doubt that the President and the mom- 
bers of his Cabinet now regard a conflict 
with Spain as almost inovitable, In his 
messago to Congress, which in all prob- 
ability will be sont in next Monday, and 
cortainly carly noxt week, it is under- 
stood that the President will review at 
some length the record as it stands bo- 
tween this Government and Spain, but 
will not insist upon further time in 
which to continuo nogotiations looking 
to a poacofyl solution of the Cuban prob- 
lem. 

Tho Cabinet meeting yesterday morn- 
ing was unquestionably the most import- 
ant held in many years. It received 
Spain’s answer to tho ultimatum of the 
United States Government and, finding 
it unsatisfactory, pravtically decided 
upon a policy which at this hour seems 
certain to inyolye hostilities.

the Americans-Abstract From 


GEN. WOODFORD'S REPORT, 





Some Details Required for a Proper 
Undorstanding of the Situation. 


Washington April 2.—The following 
is an abstract from the telegram re- 
celved from Gen. Woodford last evening: 

Gen. Blanco has reyoked tho bando 
relating to the reconcentrados in the 
western provinces of Cuba. 

e Tho Spanish Goyernment has placed at 
the disposal of the Governor-General tho 
credit of $600,000, to the end that the 
country people may returu at once and 
with success to their labors. . 

The Spanish Government will sccept 
whatever assistance to feed and succor 
the necessitous may be sent from tho 
United States in accordance with tho 
plan now in operation. 

It proposes t> confide the preparation 
for a honorable and stable peace to the 
insular parliament without whose con- 
currence the Spanish Government would 
not be able to arrive at the final result, 
being understood that tho powers re- 
served by the constitution to the central 
government are not lessened or dimin- 
ished. 

May Suspend Hostilities, 


As the Cuban Chambers will not meoet 
until the fourth of May, the Spanish 
Government will not, on its part, object 
to a suspension of hostilities, if asked for 
by the insurgents from the General-in- 
Chief, to whom it will belong to doter- 
mine the duration and the condition of 
the suspension. 

The President will communicate with 
Congress as soon as ho can prepare a 
message. 

The Cabinet will meet again at 5 
o'clock. 

Members of the Cabinet regard the 
situation as of the yery gravest and most 


critical character possible. 


More Money for Torpedo Bonts. 
An amendment to the Naval Dill, in- 


creasing the number of torpedo boats and 
torpedo-boat destroyers, 


authorized by 
the bill to 12 each, and increasing the 


appropriation from $2,800,000 to $4,000,- 
000, has been adopted in the House by a 


vote of 137 to 67. 





On the Tenterhooks. 


Madrid, April 2.—According to the 
best information obtainable, Spain has 
definitely resolved not to make any fur- 
ther concessions to the United States. 

Yesterday Premier Sagasta said: ‘‘We 
have done and will do all wo can 
to maintain peace, but we will’ not toler- 
ate anything prejudicial to the honor or 
territorial interests of Spain.” 

The newspapers, which had expected 
the Government to give to America yes- 
terday a final, enorgetic answer, give 
evidence of great, though suppressed, ex- 
oitement. Yet all concur in advising the 
nation to keep cool. All support the Gov 
ernment, too, but call upon it to reject 
the unendurable propositions from Wash- 
ington. Anxioty is growing apace, with 
marked manifestations of patriotic enthu- 
siasm. Everybody is conscious that the 
olimax may come any hour. 


War Hangs on a Thread. 

London, April 2.—A despatch to the 
Daily Mail says: ‘‘On receiving Spain’s 
note, General Woodford declared he could 
not answer immediately, as he had to 
consult with Washington, and asked per- 
mission to translate the note into Kng- 
lish forthwith, so that Senor Moret, who 
knows English, could reyise and approve 
the translation. This was done, 

‘*General Woodford’s only comment 
was tho expression of his personal wishes 
for conciliation and peace.’”’ 

The Daily Mail correspondent says 
that the Correspondencla (sem\-offlolal) 
says: ‘‘Peace or war is hanging ona 
thread. The utterances of American opin- 
fon leave little room for hopes of peace. 
Bat the problem will haye an immodiate 
solution.’’

American statis 
ticlans place the total value of the exes 
produced In the United States In excess of 
that of datry products, cotton, wheat, the 
mineral output or other staple Industries of 
the country. The same may be sald of 
Canada, although the Induetry Is bere car 
ried on without the detailed publicity which 
characterizes other branches of trade. In 
Ecgland, besides an cnormous consumption 
of domestic-lald eggs, nearly $15,000,000 Is 
spent each year In purchasing foreign sup- 
plies, France, Belgium and Denmark con- 
tribute more than tworthirds of thie supply, 
and the moneys recelyed In the trade repre 
sent a great deal to the farmers and pens: 
ants of those countries. Although the con- 
sumption of eggs in Cannda is capable of 
vast expansion, there will always be, aa 
there Is to-day, a surplus available for ex 
portation. In competing for the egg trade 
of the United Kingdom, It has always to 
be borne in mind that scrupulous care and 
paing must be exercised If the trade ts to 
succeed, A fast steamship service and cold 
storage carrying Tacilitles will do much to 
offsct the advantage which Continental pro 
ducer have over Canadians, But some 
thing more ia required to win a good plice 
for Canadian exgs in British markets, viz., 
the unanimous co-operation of producers, 
merchants and exportera In marketing the 
egus In the best poestble condition 

Bee oxperts assert that by Intelligent 
poultry breeding the egg _ production oft 
whole flocks may be ralsed from 150 to 250 
per hen per year.

WHAT’S THE TIME? 


When Yeu Ask, Tell Which of the Six 
Kinds You Mean. 

There are few questions more fre- 
quently put than ‘‘What time is it?'’ 
**Can you tell me the true time?’ A 
stiokler for exactitude might reply: 
‘What kind of time do you mean? Do 
you mean solar or sidereal time? Ap- 
parent time or mean time? Local time 
or standard time?’’ There are all these 
six kinds of time, not to speak of others. 
It is only within the last two genera- 
tions—wibthin, indeed, the reign of our 
sovereign, Queen Victoria—tbat the sub- 
ject of the differences of most of these 
kinds of time has become of pressing 
importance to avy but theorists: In one 
of the public gardens of Paris a little 
cannon is set up with a burning glass 
attached to it insuoh a manner that the 
sun itself fires the oannon as it reaches 
the meridian. This, of course, is the 
time of Paris noon—apparent noon, but 
it would be exoesdingly imprudent of 
any traveler through Paris who wished, 

“sy, tocatch the 1 o’olook express to 

a his watch by the gun, for if it hap- 
pe..od to be in February he would find 
when he reached the railway station 
that the station clock was faster than 
the gun by nearly a full quarter of an 
hour and that his train had gone, while 
toward the end of October or the begin- 
ning of Noveniber he would find himself 
as much too soon. 

Until machines for accurately mens- 
uring time were inyented, apparent 
time—time, that is to say, given by the 
gun itself, as by a sondial—was the 
only time about which men knew or 
cared But when reasonably good clocks 
and watches were made it was very 
soon seen that at different times in the 
year there was a marked difference be- 
tween the sundial time and that shown 
by the clock—the reason being simply 
that the apparent rate of motion of the 
gun across the sky was not always quite 
the same, while the movement of the 
elock was, of course, as regular as it 
@euld be made,—Loisure Hour. 


THE STANDARD OF LIVING. 


Its Direct Relation to the Scale of La- 
bor’s Wages. 

The price of labor in the same indus- 
tries differs in different localities or 
markets, not because the skill of labor- 
ers so greatly differs or beoause there is 
great diversity in the supply and de- 
mand for laborers, but because the cost 
of production (the cost of living) great- 
ly diffors in different localities. Thus, 
in New York city, carpenters, masons, 
printers and other mechanics get for the 
same work 50 and sometimes 100 per 
cent more than in some other localities. 
While the cost of living is sometimes 
affected by the difference in prices of 
partionlar articles of consumption it is 
usually determined largely by the differ- 
ence in the social style of living. The 
greater the variety of the things con- 
sumed and comforts enjoyed by the la- 
borers the higher is their standard of 
living and the greater thoir expenses or 
cost of living. Now, it is universally 
true in all countries and localities that 
in proportion as this standard of living, 
or social expenege of the laborer’s family, 
rises among any class of laborers, wages 
rise, hence thoy are always highest in 
large cities and lowest in remote coun- 
try districts. 

It nay be laid down, then, as a gen- 
eral principle that wayes for similar la- 
bor in any given market are governed 
by the local standard of living of the 
laborers, Consequently all efforts to im- 
prove the condition of the laboring 
class, to be efficacious, must be directed 
toward increasing the influences which 
raise the standard of living among the 
laboring class. In no other way can a 
permanent increase of wages be secured, 
and it may be added that no scheme for 
social reform which does not tend to 
promote this end can be of any real ben- 
efit to the wage olass.—Gunton'’s Maga- 
cine.

disorganized the whole system. The 
trams failed to put in an appearance at 
tho usual stopping places at the appoint- 
ed tines, and througbont the length of 
the lines waiting passengers traveled to 
thoir destinations by other conveyances. 

There is perbaps no such costly trifle 
a8 An engineering hitoh. Not long since 
a well known firm delivered a torpedo 
destroyer to the naval authorities. She 
war in every respect a perfect boat, the 
result of masterly designing and splen- 
did workmanship, yet at the very outset 
of her steam trials she met with a mis- 
hap which necessitated her return to 
the contractors for repair. This hitch 
cost the firm £600 and was found to 
have been brought about by a careless 
workman thoughtlessly omitting to 
screw a steam cock tightly and fit it 
with a washer. 

Avother curious instance resulted in 
a clear loss of £250,000 to the unhappy 
victim. He was the holder of a large 
quantity of South African stock, bought 
at a low price during a slump. On sud- 
denly receiving the tip that it was like- 
ly to boom immediately, he settled a 
limit at which to sell, and when tbe 
price had reached this figure wired his 
broker to sell out immediately. He left 
his office with jaunty step, He had net- 
ted a fortune in one coup. A few bours 
later the stock fell” just as suddenly as 
it had risen, and to a figure consider- 
ably below that he bad originally paid 
for it. Judge, then, of his dismay when 
his stockbrokers’ clerk drove to hie 
house and asked for a confirmation of a 
telegram they bad just bad, which ap- 
peared to huve been delayed in trans- 
mission, It was bis message authoriz- 
ing them to sell, and as the stock was 
at such a low figure they were anxioug 
to copsult bim before moving in the 
matter. The unfortunate investor was 
dumfounded at the lost opportunity, 
which on inquiry proved to have result- 
ed from an accident to the telegraph 
boy. He had been knocked down and 
stunned by a cab and conveyed toa hos- 
pital. His message had been sent out 
again as soou as possible, but the de- 
lay, slight as it was, had lost one man 
a huge fortune. 

The man who suffers mostly by tri- 
fling hitches is the inventor. Innumer- 
able fortunes have been lost by five 
minute deluys in getting out protections 
during which times others haye stepped 
in with similar ideas and annexed the 
reward of their promptness. A curious 
and somewhat pathetic instance in con- 
nection with an invention happened to 
ap engineer who hud spent some years 
in perfecting a bydruulic railway brake. 
The idea was in every way perfect, and 
in conjunction with his son he bad con- 
structed models and partially drawn up 
pateut specifications. To the latter, 
however, he bad not confided a certain 
small mechunical detail—the very one 
which had cost bim so much labor to 
work ont successfully—his idea being 
that his son should endeayor to over- 
come tho difficulty himself till the pat- 
ent was entered, when he was to learn 
the secret of the mechanism, 

The very day before the specifications 
were comploted the father dropped dead 
of heart disoase through excitement, 
and when, later, his son came to exam- 
ine the drawings he found the detail he 
wished to know bad not been included. 
In spite of endless labor and consulta- 
tion with *rothor engineers the difficul- 
ty, trifling as it seenied, was never over- 
come, and by this little hitch in the ap- 
paratus it is estimated that he lost very 
nearly £750,000 

Some yeurs ago a popular favorite 
lost the Derby, to the greut surprise of 
its owner and all who had followed its 
provious doings. It was a neck and neck 
race till within 50 yards of tho post, 
when the favorite shot out aud looked 
likeromping home Suddenly it checked 
its pace for the fraction of a moment 
and was beaten. Very few knew the 
canse, curious though it was. A puff of 
wind caught the jockey's cap and in- 
stinctiyely be raised his hand to catch 
it. In doing so he struck bis eye with 
the end of bis whip and jerked baock- 
ward. The action threw the horse out 
of its stride, aud, although the whole 
incident was momentary, it resulted in 
a lost Derby and thousands of pounds 
besides. ; 

A screw loose in an engine may re- 
sult in great loss to a railway or steam- 
ship compary, Should a lawyer neglect 
a little of evidence in an otherwise 
carefully elaborated caso, it may go 
against him In fact, half the bad luck 
in life is directly attributable to tho ef- 
fects of bitches, trifling though they 
may appear.

leys compel them to liye. Each apart- 
ment in the wall is large enough to admit 
one coffin and is rented for $1 per month. 
The poor people are buried in the ground 
without the formality of a coffin in which 
the body is conyejed to the graye. Aas 
there are not graves enough to go around, 
whenever a new one Is needed a previous 
tenant must be disturbed and this liko- 
wise happens when a tenant's rent js not 
promptly paid in advanoe. ‘The body is 
then removed from its place in the mau 
soleum, or exhumed, as the case may be, 
and the bones are thrown into the baso- 
ment below.

All the 
President has to do is to at once advise 
ofliclally of Spain's reply, and we will 
tako the responsibility off his hands. The 
Cortes will not meet until May 4, and, 
if the Queen wishes to refer to them, it 
is her business to call them together. 
The President has requested us to wait 
until Monday, and, if he does not act 
then, we will.’’ 

Senator McMillan of Michigan said: 
“T think it will be impossible to prevent 
Congress from recognizing the independ- 
enco of Cuba if Spain does not givea 
satisfactory reply to the President’s pro- 
posal by Monday morning.’’ 

“T am not thoroughly posted as to 
what preparations haye been made for 
war by us,’ said Representative Graff of 
Illinois, ‘‘but I am opposed to acceding 
to the request by Spain for further delay. 
I do not belieye Congress will be in fayor 
of waiting until the meeting of tho Span- 
ish Cortes. Action will be taken by us 
not later than Tuesday.’’ 

“TY don’t think it a good proposition to 
give Spain more delay,’’ said Ropresenta- 
tive Fletcher of Minnesota. ‘‘The Queen 
Regent may not be in good humor on 
May 4, and may ask for further delay. 
We cannot afford to wait, and will not.’’ 

“The Administration has, in my judg- 
ment, acted with discretion in reference 
to the differences between Spain and this 
country,’’ said Representative Smith of 
Illinois. 

For Armed Intervention, 

Representative Peurce of Missouri— 
The reply is nothing but another illus- 
tration of Spanish diplomacy. The time 
for action has come. Iam for armed in- 
tervention. 

Representative James Hamilton Lowis 
of Washington—Thero is nothing left for 
Congress to do but déclare the independ- 
ence of Cuba and treat the subject as 
though Spain was in no wise interested. 

Spain Must Get Out. 

Representative Doyener of West Vir- 
ginia—I don’t think much of the reply. I 
don’t beliove in it. Let them take down 
their flag and get out. I am in fayor of 
giving them time to do that: 

Representative Kelley of South Dakota 
—I ain opposed to this Government tak: 
ing any action regarding an armistice 
without consulting the Cubans.

Shanghal. April 4.—It is announced 
that a person of the highest rank has 
memorialized the Emporor in the most 
Vigorous language, acousing the wholo 
Tsung-Li-Yamen (Chinese Foreign Office) 
of boing in the pay of Russia, Ho nassorts 
that Russla oxpended 10,000,000 taels in 
bribory during the recent nogotiations 
rogarding tho cession of Port Arthur and 
Ta-Lien-Wan, otc., and claims that Li 
Hung Chang's abaro was 1,500,000 taels, 
Thoroupon the personage referred to doe- 
mands a full investigation and asks that 
Li Hung Chang be beheaded if the acou- 


sations are proven, the memorializer 
offering to be executed himself if his 
charges are not sustained. 


Tho Chinese complain bitterly of the 
fact that thoy do not possess a war port 
for the five warships which are being 
built for thom abroad and which are due 
to arrive in Chinese waters this summer, 
Unless Wel-Hai-Wel, ocoupled by the 
Japanose, is evacuated, which is doubtful, 
the Chinose haye no place in which to 
recelye their new warships. 

British Gunboats In and Out. 

The Russians have permitted two Brit- 
ish gunboats to enter and leave Port 
Arthur freely. The British first-class 
cruiser Graton, flagship of Rear-Admiral 
C. P. Fitzgerald, second in command on 
the China station, and tho first-class 
cruiser Powerful, the armored cruiser 
Narcissus, the second-class cruiser Rain- 
bow and other yossels of the squadron left 
Che-Foo on Saturday. Their destination 
is unknown, but it is reported to be 
Chomulpo, the port of Seoul, capital of 
Corea, 

The movements of warships excite the 
greatest interest among foreigners hore. 
It is supposed they will make a demon- 
stration, possibly in support of some 
British demands for concessions. 


Has Britain Mado a Grab? 
London, April 4.—The Sunday Special’s 
Berlin correspondent assests that news 
has reached Berlin that Great Britain has 
scizod Chusan Island, off the east coast 
of China, opposite the estuary of the 
Tsin-Tan-Kiang. 


A BRITISH DEMAND. 


A Lenso of Wol-Hali-Wel Requested as 
Compensation For Dssturbance of 
the Balance of Power. 


Pekin, April 4.—Great Britain has de- 
manded a lease of Wel-Hai-Wei, on the 
Shan-Tung Peninsula, after Japanese 
evacuation, as a compensation for the 
disturbance of the balance »%f power in 
the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li. 

In diplomatic circles small doubt is 
entertained that China will concede the 
demand, which is believed to be favorably 
regarded by Japan. 





RUSSIA TAKES POSSESSION. 





OMmoclal Description of the Occupation 
of Port Arthur, 


St. Petersburg, April 4.—The following 
official description of the occupation of 
Port Arthur and Ta-Lien-Wan by the 
Russians has been made public: 

By command of the Emperor and for 
the purpose of fulfilling the conditions 
set forth in the conyention with the Chi- 
nese Goyernment, Gen. Crodekow, com- 
manding the Amur district, dispatched 
from Vladivostock, on March 17, a 
detachment of troops with orders to join 
the landing parties of the Paciflo squad- 
ron at Port Arthur, commanded by Rear- 
Admiral Dubassoff. The Chinese troops 
began their departure on March 27, the 
last column marching out at 1 a.m. on 
the following morning. Five hours later 
the Russians landed and began the ocou- 
pation of the forts. By 8 o'clock the 
troops were in position. Russian flags 


- were then run up on all the vessels of the

The decision is based on the fact that 
the president of the court-martial, instead 
of the War Minister, should haye lodged 
the complaint against M. Zola, and it 
was the court-martial that was assailed 
by the famous author and editor.

On another card, dated Windsor, Cian- 
ada, 4-2. 8.00, was written: “Good-bye, 
awoeotest and dearest of mummias, forgive 
and forget me. My last thoughts are of 
you. May the Lon! protect you, is the 
wish of your worthloss son, —Julius.”’

BURIED BY SAND, 


Siow Dunes Aro Formed and Bulldings 
Aro Covered by Wind and Wave, 
Along the shores of ocenna and other 
large bodies of water, especially in tho re 
gion of tho estuaries of lurgo rivors, ther 
are usually immense masres of shitting 
sand. Itis not within the scope of this 
article to describe the formation of these 
gand banks, It is sufficient to say, there- 
fore, that they usually bogin as long sand 
bars, behind which thore are sheets of still 
water. ‘Those shallow bays inthe course 
of timo fill up with mud, be®iming salt 
marshes intersected by thoroughfares, 
salt ponds and winding creeks, In the 
moantime the long, flat sand bars have de- 
voloped into sea islanda or beaches, Whon 
the tide falls, the sand of the shore, ground 
into powder by the waves and dried by 
tho gun and wind, is blown in the direo- 
tion of the prevailing winds, usually in- 
land. The sand moves like snow until it 
moets an obstruction, whon a dune or 
gand hill forms, equal in height to tho ob- 
struction. A section through a dune shows 
a beautiful stratification, the sand having 
been doposited in thin layers, always vary- 
ing, however, with the nature of tho sand, 
the velocity of the wind and tho obstruo- 
tions, large or small, which it encounters, 
Those dunes are not hurled bodjly by the 
breezes, but little by little, forming and 
reforming, forward and backward, chang- 
ing, in fact, with every caprice of the 
wind, gontlo and almost impercoptible 
during a light sea breeze, but a stinging, 
blinking sand blast in times of gale, In 
spito, howover, of all these minor changes, 
the sand mass is generally moving, per- 
haps only a few inches a year, in the direo- 
tion of provailing winds. A great deal de- 
ponds upon the day winds, in that at 
night the sand is damp and firmer. And 
s0 mountains of sand are formed which 
are often held temporarily by hardy plants 


which have gained a precarious footing, — 


but which sooner or later, unless watched 
and fixed, begin to shift, engulfing mead- 
ows, farm lands, lakes, bays, inlots—in 
fact, anything unable to check its course. 

There are seyeral instances where light- 
houses haye been increased in height be- 
cause of tho sand which had engulfed 
thom. In one placeon the New Jorsey 
coast Tonce stumbled upon the corner of 
ap old rail fence which had been buried 
and oxposed again on the ocean side. It 
marked tho site of an old fleld. On the 
North Carolina dunes, chimneys project- 
ing above the sand belong to the houses 
of an old fishing village. In France and 
other parts of Europe villages have been 
buried. At Soulac, in Gascony, a cross 
was discovered projecting abovyo the sand. 
Further investigation showed that It was 
attached to a steeple, and later a wel! pre- 
seryed church of the thirteenth century 
was excavated. The church is now in use, 
—LEngineering Mayazine.

HOW BIG GUNS ARE AIMED. 


@he Range Finder Used on Seacoast De- 
fonses and Battleships, 


In reply to an inquiry I would say that 
the rango finder used on our seacoast de- 
fonses is not a government scoret, but isa 
patented appliance, an improvement upon 
& system that has been in use since anclont 
times. There are in use three sots of op- 
paratus somewhat different from each oth- 
er which were invented by Captain Wat- 
kins, an English enginoor; Lieutenant 
Lewis of our army, and Licsutenant Fisk of 
our navy. They are very complicated, 
and it is difficult to explain their opora- 
tion so itoan be understood by laymen. 
All such inyentions are an appliance of 
the mathematical principle that, knowing 
the base of a triangle and the two angles 
at its extromitios, one oan caloulate the 
distance between them. On @past defonses 
the baso of the triangle is permanent, with 
fixed objects to mark its terminus. The 
angles are ascertained by observations 
through instruments made for that pur- 
pose, and when they are known thero js a 
sorios of printed caloulations covering all 
possible situations which enables the gun- 
nor to catch the distance of his taryet at a 
glance. 

At sea, whon a vossol is moving, the base 
is fixed and measured upon tho dock, <A 
telescope is placed at elthor ond of that 
line, and tho lenses of both are focused 
upon the object to be shot at. An obsorva- 
tion is then taken, a rapid mathematical 
calculation is made, the book of tables is 
referred to, and in a moment the gunner 
may know whother the eneiny's cruiser is 
54 or 64 milos away or any other given 
distance. This, of course, requires a great 
deal of teohnical skill and mathematical 
ability, but it is said to be absolutely no- 
curate, and the apparatus is so sensitive 
and regulated to such a fine degree that

The Useful X Rays. 

It is very satisfactory and interesting to 
know that the Roeltgen rays, which at 
first promised to be only a nine days’ won- 
der, are doing such splendid work in the 
hands of the surgeons. Kyory big hospital 
has now its long roll of cases in which the 
surgeons have been guided in their work 
by the revelations of the X ray tube, and 
now from the distant Indian frontier we 
hear how the wounded are receiving bene- 
fit from this method of dingnosis. In one 
instance a sepoy had been struck by a bul- 
let, which made a flesh wound across his 
chest and apparently had found its exit at 
his arm, ‘Tho case was not an extraordi- 
nary one, but the surgeons were puzzled by 
the inflamipatory symptoms which mani- 
fested themselves and for which there was 
no apparent cause. Recourse was hac, to 
the Roentgen apparatus, which at once 
showed that some shadow casting foreign 
bodies were lodged in the man’s chest. 
Operation showed that these were pieces 
of lead, the remains of a bullet which 
seems to baye brokon up after impact with 
the bones.—Chambers’ Journal. : 


Blake No Sailor. 


In his famous lyric Campbell links Blake 
with ‘mighty Nelson,’’ and in point of 
fame and character Blake is not unworthy 
to stand beside him whom Tennyson calls 
“the greatest sailor since the world be- 
gan.’’

Iron From Ireland, 


An experiment of an enterprising kind 
is shortly to be made in one of the con- 
gested districts of the Irish Western 
Highlands. In the neighborhood of Drum- 
keerin, County of Leitrim, bordering the 
shores of Lough Allen, o furnace is now 
in course of erection for smolting the 
native ore, and, so far as the prelimin- 
ary trials have gone, the results hayo 
hoon reasonably satisfactory. 

The district is rich in minerals—that 
is, as compared with other parts of tho 
island, Tho coal strata are the uppermost 
of the secondary deposits in the district, 
und are beaded in carboniferous limestone, 
which has for a base a tract of the old 
red sandstane. The coal is the black 
bituminous species, and it has been 
estimated that 80,000,000 tens lio within 
the limits of the four count/es of Leltrim, 
Roscommon, Sligo, und Mayo. Beds of 
ironstone are numerous; limestone for 
suielting bas been quarried here before, 
and charcoal is obtained from the nelgh- 
boring woods, 

Neurly half a century ago iron works 
were in operation here, but owing to tho 
scarcliy and unsuitability of fuel, tho 
sinoclting was discontinued, although the 
Just iron made was of a high quality. To 
cope with this drawback and to utilize 
turf fuel, a peatdrying an! pressing 
plant. has beon laid down, ‘Lhe success of 
the works will be productive of incaloul- 
able good to the puasantry in the vicinity, 
to whom regulur romunerative omploy- 
ment will be very wolcomo.—Pall Mall 
Gazotts,

The officials of the Toronto Observatory 
have furnished the following information 
regarding the March weather at that place. 
Temperature—The mean temperature was 
36.74, being 8.08 higher than the average of 
57 years and 5.16 higher than March, 1897; 
the hightest temperature, 62.9, occurred 
on the 19th, and the lowest, 7.3, on the Ist. 
The warmest day was the 19th, mean tem- 
perature, 46.90, and the coldest the 1st, 
mean temperature 20.58; on each of 23 
days the mean temperature was aboye the 
average of that particular day, and below 
on 8 days. ‘thunder and lightning on 16th, 
19th and 28th, 


The past month is the warmest March, 
with the single exception of that of 1878, 
the average of which was 37.1, and the only 
March without a measurable amount of 
snowfall. 

In Gelleviile the coldest day’ was the 
ist, mean) temperature 19; the warmest day 
was the 13th, mean temperature 52. The 
lowest temperature was 4, on the 2nd, and 
the highest temperature was 60,on the 11th 
and the 27th. ‘The mean temperature for 
the month was 34.70.

Thorefore he asks fora 
suspension of hostilities. 

The Pope Will Mediate. 

London, April 6.—Tho Dally Mall, in 
ite second edition, publishes a special 
despatch from Madrid, dated midnight, 
confirming the Announcement of the 
Popo's offer to mediate. 








The Last Chance. 

London, April 5.—Proemier Sagasta 
yesterday expressed the hopo that '‘Peace- 
ful considerations would influence the 
Amorican politicians,’’ doclaring that the 
Pope's modiation is ‘‘praotically tho last 
chance of averting war.'’ 


Armistice Within Two Days, 

Madrid, April 6.—Events are moving 
rapidly and tho best informed people here 
believe an eae between tho Span- 
fards and Cubans will be proclaimed 
within two days. 

The Pope sent an eloquent telegram to 
the Queen Regont, urging Spain to grant 
an armistice in Cuba, with the view of 
allowing negotiations to be carried on 
between the insurgents and the Cuban 
authorities for the early conclusion of a 
permanent peaco, The Pope dwelt on the 
suffering in Cuba and urged that Her 
Majesty take action on humitarian and 
not on political grounds, 

President McKinley Willing. 


Prior to taking this aotion, it is said, 
the Pope, through a representative at 
Washington, asked President McKinley 
if it would be agreeable to him should 
the Pope advise the Queen-Regent to 
grant an armistice, and it is understood 
the President expressed willingness that 
the Pope should do anything in his power, 


CUBA MUST BE FREE. 


Nothing Less Will Do for President Mo- 
Kinley and His Advisers, Say the 
Reports From Washington, 


Washington, D.C., April 56.—The two 
foremost branches of the Cuban question 
in Washington yosterday wore the Presi- 
dent's message and European mediation, 
which now has taken an active form in 
the courts of Hurope, according to advices 
received at foreign embassies here, though 
no proffer has been made to the United 
States. Regarding the first, it can be 
stated that it is fully expected by the 
Administration that the message will be 
sent to Congress on Wednesday in all 
probability,fand certainly by Thursday. 

Members of Mr. MoKinley’s Cabinet 
and his friends in Congress stated 
definitely yesterday that it will deal 
vigorously with the question, will in- 
clude the Maine incident, and will make 
definite recommendations to Congress, 
one of which will be the recognition of 
Cuban independence. As to the medita- 
tion of Europe or the Pope, they declare 
that these material and moral powers 
must exercise their suasion on Spain, for 
this Government will insist on independ- 
ence of Cuba as an ultimate sine quo 
non, unless the insurgents themselves 
should consent to less, and this they 
flatly refused to do. Speaking on this 
point, one of the Cabinet officers said 
yesterday: ‘‘You can say for me that all 
the power of Europe and tho heads of all 
the churches may propose mediation to 
Spain if they desire, but the United 
States wil] positively not listen to media- 
tion of any kind that does not lead to the 
acceptance of our condition, which is the 
independence of Cuba.’’ 

The Gallery Was Bolsterous. 


While there was no attempt to force 
consideration for a resolution regarding 
the Cuban situation in the House yester- 
day, there was ao brief outbreak, in the 
course of which the warlike temper of 
the crowded galleries was 80 manifest 
that Speaker Reed threatened to olear 
them if it was repeated. The outbreak 
occurred oyer o bill to authorize the 
President to erect temporary fortifica- 
tions in case of emergency on land, when 
the written oonsent of the owners was 
obtained, without awalting legal form- 
alities. This led to a demand by Mr. 
Bailey, the Democrat leader, for informa- 
tion as to the facts which warranted all 
these war measures. The particular state- 
ment which aroused the galleries was to 
the effect that, while the Demorcats were 
willing to wait any reasonable time for 
the President to transmit a message that 
would meet the approyal of the American 
people, they would not wait a minute for 
him to continue negotiations with the 
‘butchers of Spain,’’ when the demon- 
strations in the gallery were rebuked by 
the Speaker. He declared that tho galler- 





jes were the American people in minia- 
turo. 
Mr. Cannon accused Mr. Batley of 


*‘posturing,’’ and playing to tho galleries, 
The bill was. passed. 





$16,000,000 Damuges Claimed, 

Washington, April 6.—Claims against 
Spain aggregating $16,000,00 for accidont 
and loss incident to the war in Cuba 
have been filed with the State Depart- 
ment by oltizens of the United States 
rosiding in that country.

Message About Wed nosday. 

Washington, April 5.-~A leading Ad- 
ministration member of Congress, after a 
close conference at the White House yos- 
terday, said: 

“The message will go into Congress 
abont Wednosday. The President has 
takon a very firm and detorminod attitude, 
and he means to carry out that policy to 
the letter. ‘Ihe Prosident intends to 
recognize Cuban independence and may 
go further than that and propose inter- 


vention. This is bis policy, and it will be 
disclosed in the official action vory 
shortly.’’ 


MINES MADE FOR SPAIN. 


They Wore of the Gibbons Pattern and It 
Is Thought That a Ground Mine 
Blew Up the Maine, 


London, April 6.—Detaila hayo boon 
obtained by the Associated Press of the 
manufacturo of submarine mines in 
London for Spain, which was first 
brought to the attention of the United 
States Embassy and cabled to the Asso- 
ainted Press on March 6. A man whose 
cards describe him as boing an cloctrical 
engineer, and whose name was forwarded 
at the time to Washington, then said he 


sold to Spanish officers In London soveral 
yoars ago a largo number of mines, eight 
or ton of which were placed in Havana 
harbor, 

Lieut.-Commander J. ©, Colwell, the 
United States Naval Attacho, has since 
inyostigated the matter, and has made a 
reports on the subject to tho United 
States Government, Tho facts learned 
strongly tond to show that Havana har- 
ber was mined, and they unauesilonably

prove that Spain purchased minéaé for 
that purpose. Tho firm of Lattimer, 
Rhodes & Clark, electrical engineers, 
during 1887-1888, filled a large order for 
Spain of a lot of mines in which were 
used 1434 tons of guncotton. The work 
was dono under the surveillance of Gen- 
eral Fernandez and Captain Rustamento. 
The latter was then the head of tho 
Spanish Torpedo School By the order of 
these officers, the mines were diyided into 
four consignments, for Hayana, Ferrol, 
Cadiz and Carthagena. The mines were 
manufactured under the direction of J, 
P. Gibbons, after Gibbons’ patents, which 
are described in Slamen’s book of tor- 
pedoes and mines, : 

Gibbons, from whoti a report of the 
Associated Press obtains the informa- 
tion, and who furnished Lieut.-Com- 
mander Colwell with a written state- 
ment of the above fgcts and outlined bis 
theory of the explosion which wrecked 
the Maine, was then employed by the 
firm as superintendent of the torpedo de- 
partment. Gibbons, who is a former 
sergeant of engineers and a Governmont 
inspector of torpedoes, believes the Maine's 
first explosion was caused by what is 
technically called a ground mine, con- 
taining 500 pounds of guncotton, several 
of which were manufactured for Spain. 


As to Mediation. 


Rome, April 5.—The Vatican refuses 
to publish the text of the communications 
which haye passed between the Pontiff 
and Madrid, but the statement that His 
Holiness has asked Spain to arrange for 
a suspension of hostilities in Cuba is con- 
firmed.

The Post Office and Mr. 
Pearce’s Store At Nor- 
wood Burglarized. 


The Safe in the Store was Cracked and 
$250 of Post Office Funds and $2,- 
000 of Mr. Pearce’s Personal Funds 
and Securities Were Secured--One 
of the Robbers Caught. 

Professional cracksmen visited Norwood 
on Monday night and forced an entrance 
to the post office, went throngh the till 
there, entered the adjoining store, Mr. J. 
B, Pearce & Sons, blew open the safe and 
got away with papers, sccuritios and cash 
amounting in all, as far as can bo estimat- 
ed at present, to about $2,200. 

“The burglars went to the section house 
of the O.P.R. and secured a crow bar and 
asledge hammer. They then forced the 
back door leading into the post office. The 
post office is in the new Pearce block, and 
Mr. J. B. Pearce’s large general store is 
next door. Mr. Pearce being postmaster, 
there is an inside entrance from the oftice 
to the store. The burglars forced the till 
in the post office, but found nothing. They 
did not seem to have spent much time 
bothering with the mail matter, but pro- 
ceeded into Mr. Pearce's store. The safe 
stood on the landing at the rear of the 
store, and above the level of the shop. On 
this landing Mr. Pearce had his office, 
The burglars had attacked the safe at the 
combination, and Mr. Pearce thinks they 
used nitro-glycerine in blowing the safe 
open. The explosion was successful, and 
the door was opened. The explosive that 
was used set fire to the floor and a hole 
was burned through che landing under- 
neath the safe. It was the smoke from the 
fire that attracted the attention of Mr, 

Tucker, who is in the same block. In 

seeking out the fire the burglary was dis- 
covered.

Mr. PF. S. Spence Speaks Under the 
Auspices of the W.C.T.U. 


About two hundred ladies and gentle- 
men gathered in Bridge st. church lecture 
room last evening to hear an address by 
Mr. F. 8. Spence, of Toronto, who had 
been invited here by the Woman's Christ- 
fan Temperance Union. Mr. Hugh Walker 
‘ocoupied the chair, and with him upon the 
platform, besides the lecturer, wore Rev. 
O. EK, McIntyre, Rev. V. H. Cowsert, 
Rey. Dr. Galbraith and Rey. J. J. Rice. 


After deyotional exercises the Chairman 
introduced Mr, Spence, 


He was pleased to have an opportunity 
of addiessing the people of Belleville, He 
had been asked to speak on the work of 
the late Frances KE, Willard, but would 
change it a little and deal with the pro- 
gress of temperance during her time and 
the outlook for the future. Miss Willard 
he charactized as one of the most unselfish, 
tender-hearted Christian woman that ever 
lived. Wm, T. Stead had once said that 
‘a trae Christian should be a Christ.” By 
that he meant to live alife as blameless as 
Christand hold up God to man, Miss 
Willard had carried out this standard. 


The outlook for the temperance cause 
was very bright, an he felt 
exceedingly sanguine regarding it. 
He felt as assured that the liquor traffic 
would be wiped out as he was that the sun 
would rise this morning. Temperance 
was the result of forces that could not end 
otherwise. It was the outcry of souls that 
had seen and felt the sting of strong drink, 
and were the liquor laws wiped from the 
statute books, and the people to forget that 
such le as Neal Dow and Frances 
Willard ever lived and the liquor traftic 
started again without any restrictions. in 
time the temperance movement would 
again be where it is to-day. It's Gcd’s 
cause and therefore bound to win. 

Miss Willard was born in 1839 and the 
first real temperance movement was started 
in Ireland ‘in 1838 by Father Mathew. 
Seventy years ago there was not a temper- 
ance organization in existence, yet there 
never was an organization that had pro- 
gressed like it. The early people in the 
movement hardly know what they wanted 
except it was to curtail drunkenness, and 
they met with the decanters before them 
and practiced drinking without getting 
drunk. They found that would not work, so 
they tried moderation, but this was found 
to be insuflicient, and total abstin- 
ence followed and this did not stop drink- 
ing. They had been striving since for the 
removal of the legalized temptation. The 
failure of this move was due to the fact 
that the workers had either trod the 
total abstinence or prohibitition planks, 
instead of combining the two. Miss Wil- 
lard belieyed in the law of the gospel and 
the gospel of the law. She strove for 
higher morality among men and more 
legisiative power among women. It took a 
long time to gain a point if the man at 
the throttle was averse to the movement 
desircd. What wes needed in the temper- 
ance movement was sound sense in the 
cummunity, gocd laws on thestatute books 
nd honest administration of those laws, 
The history of temperance was yictory all 
along. 


The speaker then referred to the pro- 
gress made towards stamping out the 
trafic in the Dominion. The consumption 
of liquor was growing less year by year. 
In Nova Scotia, outside of Richmond and 
Halifax, no liquor was sold; New Bruns- 
wick was coming toa similar state of af- 
fairs ; in Prince Edward Island, no liquor 
was sold outside Charlottetown ; in Quebec 
the priests were doing great work toward the 
extermination of the traftic, while in Mani- 
toba, the North Westand British Colum- 
bia the laws were much more strict than 
in Ontario. This was encouraging, but 
there was still room for improvement. In 
Canada alone three thousand lives were 
sacrificed to drink every year and 76 per 
cent. of the crime was traceable t> liquor. 


There would be a plebiscite on this im- 
portant question; the Dominion Parlia- 
ment could not block the wheels of pro- 
gress. There was a more _ intelligent 
appreciation of the temperance. movement 
than ever before. Business men were bo- 
coming alive to the fact that the liquor 
traflic was their worst enemy, There was 
no more business abvut liquor selling than 
about sheep stealing. The production of 
wealsh was business. He illustra'el hi w 
honest toil produced wealth. The liquor 
traffic had 10 more business in civilization 
than a tiger in a sheep fold, The people 
aro to be plundered no longer. The liquor 
dealer was more than a thief, because he 
not’ only took a man’s money, but he gave 
him something that destroyed his body and 
soul. Every cent spent in Belleville for 
liquor left the city that much poorer. 


The world needed to-day men and women 
who could give Ged all the energies He had 
endowed them with. The young people's 
socielies were building up the requisite 
forces. ‘The W:O.'T. Us was doing « grand 
work in a quiet way. There would be a 
day when a political leader would have to 
take up this subject, and when he did the 
liquor traflic would be buried so deep that 
it would never come up again. He ad- 
monished his audience to live as Miss Wil- 
lard did, close to God and close to men, 


Rey. J. J. Rice moved a yote of thanks 
to tho lecturer and it was seconded by Mr. 
W. R. Aylsworth and carried by a standing 
vote. The meeting broke up with the 
singing of a hymn.

HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS. 





The Commissioners and Aldermen 


Talk Over the Matter. 


Steps are being taken to have the im- 
provements to the local harbor, which 
were started some years ago, carried to 
completion this year. With this end in view 
a meeting was held in the Mayor's oflice 
last evening. There were present the 
Harbor Commissioners—the Mayor and 
Messrs, Thos. Ritchie and Geo. Wall- 
bridge the members of the City Property 
Committee, namely, Ald. Falkiner, Mc- 
Camon, Bogart, Finnegan, Petty, Wallace 
and City Treasurer Thompson and City 
Solicitor Masson. 

The questicn of making a permanent 
readway from the mainland to the island 
in the harbor and of building. a wharf en 
the island was discussed in its aspects. 
Opinion was divided as to the feasibility of 
the scheme of making the island a pleasure 
resort and at the same time a business 
centre. To some of those present it seem- 
ed an anomaly, After a lengthy discus- 
cussion the following resolution was put 
to the meeting : 

Moved by Ald, Wallace, that a deputa- 
tion of the Council in connection with the 
Harbor Commissioners go to Ottawa to 
wait upon the Minister of Public Works 
with a view of urging upon the Govern-

British and Gorman Interests Identical, 
Later Mr. Balfour said ho bolloyed 

nolthor Germany nor Russia had any in- 


tention of dopriving Groat Britain of any 

of hor treaty rights in China. Gormany, 

he furthor informed the House, had given 
assurances that the country acquired by 
her would be open to the commerce of 
the whole world. Tho Interests of Gor- 
many and Groat Britain in China were 
identical, and ho bolleved the two coun- 
tries would be ablo to work hand in 
hand. Russia, Mr. Balfour then sald, bad 
also given assurances, but ho was bound 
to admit that the form of thoso assur- 
ances had changed. Still, assurances had 
boon givon that no British troaty rights 
had boen abrogated by the recent acquisl- 
tions. 
The Hold on Wel-Hali-Wel. 

Touching upon Wel-Hal-Woil, Mr. Bal- 
four said that Russia, haying seoured 
Port Arthur, on the maritime approach 
to Pekin, Great Britain had seoured Wel- 
Hali-Wel to balance matters. Tho spoaker 
explained that had Russia contined her- 
self to obtaining an ice-froe commercial 
portasa terminus for her railroad, no 
complaint would have been made, but, 
unfortunately, Russia determined to 
obtain control of Port Arthur, which was 
not and could not be made a commorcial 
port So soon as Groat Britain heard of 
tho negotiations she laid her views olearly 
before Russia and expressed her sense of 
the evil thoy wero bringing upon Obina. 

An Offer Not Accepted. 

Continuing, Mr. Balfour said: ‘‘We 
offered, if they would abstain from tak- 
ing Port Arthur, ourselves to give u cor- 
responding pledge to take no port on the 
Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li. But our offer was not 
accepted, so, on March 29, we informed 
Russia that we should hold ourselves free 
to take the necossary steps to safeguard 
our interests, and Great Britain has since 
obtained a lease of Wel-Hai-Wel on the 
same terms as those by which Russias 
secured Port Arthur, Wol-Hat-Wel is the 
only port on the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li which 
might balance the pessession of Port 
Arthur. While Port Arthur is stronger, 
the accommodation at Wei-Hai-Wei is 
inestimably greater, and by taking Wel- 
Hai-Wel under our protection we prevent 
the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li from falling under 
the maritime control of one power, and 
thus defend our interests. 

Strange Things May Happen, 

“The nogotiations haye already borne 
rich fruit in the interests of our com- 
merce and the maintenance of our pres- 
tige at Pekin.'’ Relative to the security 
of the future, Mr. Balfour said it could 
not be denied that the indications were 
that China might collapse, and, with 
further decay, fragments might be 
snapped up by various powers. But it 
would be a mistake to allow Great Bri- 
tain’s policy to be governed by remote 
contingencies, adding: 

‘We desire to maintain the integrity 
of China so far as possible, but it must 
be recollected that the future will prob- 
ably have strange surprises in store,’’ 


The Balance of Power. 


In conclusion, Mr, Balfour said: ‘‘The 
balance of power in tho far Hast may be 
very different when the disintegration of 
China has occurred. The time may come 
when the great powers will say that 
China shall not fall into the hands of any 
one power, and to embark upon a now 
difficult and costly enterprise in order to 
ward off a remote and doubtful danger 
would be political folly. Her Majesty’s 
Government asks the country to endorse 
this policy with more confidence, because 
we know that Great Britain has the sym- 
pathy of the great commercial community 
throughout the world. (Cheers.) I believe 
the time may come when the great com- 
merolal powers will join in an alliance to 
prevent China falling a prey to any ex- 
clusiye influence, and I am conyinced 
that Great Britain, by continuing her 
present unselfish policy of opening to all 
what she secures for herself, will build 
up in Europe, and not the least in 
America, a body of public international 
opinion which will be more powerful 
than any hasty action Great Britain 
might take at the present moment.’’ 

Mr. Balfour also said the Government 
thought Russia had pursued an _ unfort- 
unate courso in taking Port Arthur, 
which, as Russia herself sald in 1895, 
when Japan proposed to occupy it. would, 
in the hands of any foreign power, con- 
stitute a menace to the capital of China.

Why this haste for a railway into the 
Yukon? Why facilitate the robbory of 
ourselves? Ifa farmer has a fine crop of 
grain, doos he facilitate the advent of the 
vermin of the surrounding country to 
despoil him of his crop! Certainly not. 
He meets the vermin with powder and 
shot.* 

If the gold is in the district, as stated 
by the Government officials, it belongs to 
thelstate, and a Liberal Government that 
can do no better than put it up as a huge 
gamble, instead of devising some means of 
preserving it to the state treasury, is un- 
worthy of its name, and deserves the ut- 
most condemnation by those whom they 
are supposed to represent, and whom thoy 
have so abjectly humiliated by their brain- 
less incapability.

Please seo that the factory is in a good 
atato of repair before commencing the sea- 
aon’s work, I€ tho floor needs repairing 
my advice is to replace it with a new one. 
There is nothing in a factory that is more 
unpleasant than an old floor—the breeder 
of all kinds of bacteria of the worst type. 
Look over the vata, prossos, hoops, ote., 
carefully, and pub them in good shape for 
the maker. Tidy tho yard and approaches 
to the factory ; make the factory a place 
where patrons will like to come, rather 
than a place to be shunned on account of 
bad smells, untidy surroundings and an ill. 
tempered cheese maker. 

TO PATRONS. 

Endeavor to supply the factory with 
first-class milk. Take a pride in sending a 
large quantity of the best quality of muk 
that your section can produce. Sorain 
and acrate the milk well; cool the mille to 
65 degrees F’, in hot weather and be sure 
this is done whore the milk will not be con- 
taminated by any bad odors. Deliver it at 
the factory every day, if possible. There 
is always more loss of fat in making up 
milk two or three days old, The maker is 
also likely to be troubled with greasy curds 
and other things which will give him difti- 
culty in making fine cheese. 


























THE CURING OF CHEESE. 
When cheese enter the curing room 
they are but half made. ‘The proper*cur-) 
ing of cheese is as important as the mak- 
ing. ‘Temperature is the most important 
factor in the curing of well-made cheose. 
The best temperature for curing cheese is 
65 degrees, F.; below 60 degrees too much 
moisture is retained near the outside, 
which causes discoloration, uneven curing 
and poor flavor Above 70 degrees F. 
evaporation takes place so rapidly that 
curing is retarded rather than hastened, 
as moisture is necessary for the ferments, 
which cause ripening. There is also loss 
by cracking of the cheese, loss in weight 
and loss of butter fat when the tempera- 
ture of the curing room remains for any 
length of time aboye 70 degrees F. I can 
safely say that the loss by evaporation and 
the loss of butter fat from cheese in one 
yoar in an ordinary cheese factory will pay 
the whole cost of refitting the old curing 
rooms or building new ones. The proper 
curing of cheese is so important a question 
that we trust makers and factory owners 
will give it the attention which its import- 
ance demands.

Britain Stands Clear. 

London, April 6.—The movement of 
the powers of Europe for a joint offer of 
mediation between the United States and 
Spain has recelyed a severe, and probably 
fatal, rebuff, in the form of a definite 
refusal upon the part of the British Goy- 
ornment to participate in it. 

It is still uncertain whether the con- 
tinental powers will finally offer media- 
tion. Now that Great Britain has cold- 
shouldered the matter, the diplomats do 
not believe the United States would 
accept such an offer, the combination be- 
ing so evidently based in fayor of Spain 
that Spain would gladly submit her quar- 
rel to such a tribunal. 

The refusal will have the effect of wid- 
ening the cleayage between Great Britain 
and other nations, and of greatly strength- 
ening the growing symputhy and com- 
munity of interests of the United States 
and Great Britain. 





The Pope Has Failed. 

London, April 6.—A despatch from 
Rome says a telegram. received at the 
Vatican from the United States announced 
the failure of the Pope’s interyention. It 
says that President McKinley showed 
himself extremely sensible of the initia- 
tive taken by the Pontiff; but it was im- 
possible for him to overcome the preju- 
dice, even though unjust, entertained by 
a majority of the American people against 
the Vatican’s intervention in political 
affairs.

The mill agent, importer, or manufao- 
turor takes orders for a Ine of eo ds from 
jobbers and from large retailers for a full 
opening supply, but a great many of 


thom are thus sold on a 
is, the buyers can roturn what they do 
not scll—a pretty safe business for the 
buyer. When the goods fall to move at a 
stipulated price, the sellers are notified 
that a certain quantity will be roturned, 
Then now nogotiationa begin. 

If thoy are in jobbers’ hands and the 
quantity is large a drive may be arranged 
for; if not large enough for this, a sale 
may be arranged to ao largoretailer. Then 
comes his announcemont of a large pur- 
ohase from a woll-known manufacturer 
orjimporter, greatly below oost, and being 
content with a small profit thoy are to 
be sold bolow cost. Very often, therefore, 
these sales do not mean a loss to tho re- 
tailor, nor to the importer, but usually to 
the maker of the goods, whether domestio 
or foreign, Of course, buyers from agents 
who make up the goods into garments or 
conyert them into bloached, dyed, or 
printed articles cannot woll fall baok 
upon the mills.—'T'extile World,

CHAPTDR I. 


MARRY TRENT’S NEW HOMB. 


It is twenty years since 
the Trent murder in New York, and 
it was one of the great sensations of 
the tire, But the Franco-German 
war, following clese upon it, distract- 
ed public attention, The mystery 
connected with it was never cleared up, 
and to-day there are few people who 
remember it, It lles at the thresh- 
old of our story, however, and we 
must speak of it before going further.

Be all that as it may, Harry Trent 
dealt in diamonds, and built fame and 
fortune from them.

New York, April 8.—A special to tho 
World from London quotes J. P. Gibbons 
as saying: “Tho only submarine mines 
Which have been supplied to the Spanish 
Gosornmont since 1886-87 were mannu- 
fuctnved under my own patents. I then 
supplied them with 56 ground mines, 26 
buoyant mines, cach with a charge of 500 
pounds of gun cotton, and 16 electro- 
contact mines, exploding ojther on con- 
tiict or by observation from shore, each 
containing a charge of 100 pounds of gun 
cotton.

It was a cozy room, with antique 
bangings and furnitare and walle hung 
with bandsome worka of art which 


could be only indistinctly seen by the 

light of the flickering fire on the hearth. 

The little party agreed with” the bean- 

tiful hostesa that the room was just 

dark enough for a ghost story. ‘‘I don’t 

know o ghost atory,’’ said one of the 
mep, “‘but the dramatio resoue of the 
Veondam's passengera by the St. Louis 
yominds me of my experience on board 
tho old Gallia when she was caught in 
o hurricane in midwinter about 700 
miles from Queenstown. Tho waves 
broke in out ke and flooded the cab- 
ins, and nobody thought for a little 
while that any one on board tho vessel 
would ever see land again. Thore was 
no panic, no shouting, no weeping, and 
it scomed that all were perfectly pro- 
pared to go, though they looked far from 
happy floundering about in the water 
dressed in such garments as they could 
grasp wher they were aroused from 
their sleep by the crash which sent 
tons of water into the ship. It was 
about 7 o’clock in the morning. The 
stewards had begun to set the table for 
breakfast, and, as I recall tho picture, I 
can s66 men and women, most of them 
with heavy wraps over thoir night- 
dresses, standing on the table and dano- 
ing a forced minuet between the guard 
rails and the dishes, 

‘*At one endof thecabin, while others 
wore silently praying, stood a young fel- 
low with nothing on but a suit of blue 
and white pyjamas, holding a snap 
camera in front of him. ‘If you folks’ll 
hold still a minute,’ be said, ‘we'll 
have a picture of this if we ever get out 
of it.’ And for a moment people forgot 
the terrible situation, and I haye always 
believed that one of the women adjusted 
her water soaked gown so that she 
might look wellin the picture taken 
ander the shadow of the destroying an- 
gol. 

“Well, we got through it all right, 
although we came to Liverpool ina sad- 
ly battered condition, and when they 
hoisted the trunks from the hold the 
water ran out of them as though each 
piece was a sieve. We had service on 
board the ship the Sunday following 
our disaster, and, although two days 
had passed since we thought we were 

one, we seemed only then to appreciate 

lly what had happened. Men and wo- 
men who had shown no sign of fear now 
moped in corners with trembling lips, 
unable to speak because of the lump in 
their throats, and the service of song 
was a fiat failure, because no one could 
sing any more than the young woman 
at the organ could get a note out of that 
water soaked, dripping piece of furni- 
ture. 

“We reached Liverpool too late at 
night to leave the ship, and the men, 
who had become better acquainted than 
they would have been on a less tem- 
pestuous voyage, gathered in tho saloon 
and for the hundredth time exchanged 
congratulations. 

** «This was nothing,’ said our purser, 
‘to the experience I once had, and not 
80 long ago. To go down with all hands 
‘must be hard enough, but to be the only 
one of a whole shipful to go and to see 
‘all the rest saved—that’s pretty hard. 
‘That came near being my case, and I 
‘don’t want another similar experience. 
, ‘Twas an officer on the Ohio when 
she knooked a hole in her bottom, and 
I helped transfer the passengers and 
save what wecould. When all had been 
sent tothe ship which came to our re- 
lief, we made ready for the last boat- 
load, of which Iwas to beone. We 
had a lot of money and valuables in the 
ship’s safe, and I went below, took a 
‘tablecloth from the oabin table, and 
into this dumped the contents of the 
various compartments of the safe. I 
‘made a bag of it, carried it on deok, 
and when 1 oame to where the boat 
should have been I found that it had 
‘gone, and I, with the treasure, was left 
in the rapidly sinking ship. Ioan think 
of any number of situations which I 
‘would have preferred to mine just then. 
‘The wind being against me, I could not 
‘make myself heard. I put up signals, 
and noone would ever guess what I did 
then. I wanted to keep my wits about 
‘me and blook all chances for neryous- 
ness, co I did what requires a man’s 
full attention—began to shave, and I 
‘doubt whether I ever did a cleaner or a 
better job. 

, “**By the time I had finished my 
‘companions must haye missed me, for I 
could see them returning, and when 
they oame alongside there were not 
many inches to step down from the 
‘sinking big boat to the little thing that 
took us away. I tell you this story to 
show how necessary it is to have nerve 
‘on board ship.’ ’”’

EARLY FRENCH EXPLORERS. 


Tho Work of Cartier, Champlain and Oth- 
ers In tho Great Lakes. 

W. S. Harwood writes in St. Nicho- 
las of ‘‘The Great Lakes.’’ Mr. Har- 
wood says: 

Jacques Cartier, who shipped from 
Bt. Malo in 1584, explored the coast of 
Newfoundland and made the circuit of 
the gulf of St. Lawrence, and he did 
much else, too, for New France in open- 
ing up nogotiations with the many tribes 
of Indians who thronged thousands 
strong and friendly from all tho regions 
in and about Quebeo and Montreal and 
Ottawa and Kingston. Another marinor 
of St. Malo—Franois Greve—began the 
colonization of the land. About 1570, 
in France, Samuel de Champlain was 
born, and when he reached the age of 
early manhood hoe, too, joined in the 
new world exploration in the region 
above the great lakes. The kings of 
France were much interested in the 
new land and did all in their power not 
only to explore the region, bub to colo- 
Rize and develop it. Obamplain, in 
1615, mado an expedition up the Ottawa 
river and penetrated as far as into 
Georgian bay, thus touching on the wa- 
ters of Lake Huron. 

In 1618 Etienne Brule, an old inter- 
preter, came into Obamplain's oamp 
with the news of the discovery of Lake 
Superior. Lake Erie, with Ontario, was 
probably discovered some time oarlier 
than this. Nioollet, in 1684, started in 
® canoe from the head of Georgian bay, 
skirted the eastern and northern shores 
of Huron and at last found himaclf at 
Sault Ste. Marie, or the falls of Bb. 
Mary, now shortened to ‘‘So0'’—the 
first white man, it is believed, to reach 
this key to the noble lake beyond. Ho 
went as far ag Groen bay, on Lake Mioh- 
iaam. and ae the various lakes af Laas

HOLLAND'S SEA FIGHT. 


Dikes Which Are Built by the 
Winds Themselves. 


Approciuting the fact that the high chalk 
oliffs of Enuland are no protection against 
tho sen, the Dutch engineers did not at- 
tompt to place an artificial yvertioal wall 
against the wayes and tho storm tides, but 
coaxed the sca to deposit its sands on the 
shore and so build it up rather than throw 
thom Inland and then, hungry for more, 
eat into tho shore. ‘hey bolioved it best 
to satisfy Its appotito, but induced it to toy 
with the sands which its own flood our- 
rents and wayos bring from other shores 
aud tvom tho ofting depths. The sand 
thus doposited blows In the gales over the 
inland country. ‘The engineers induced 
it to stop and build a barrier for them 
against tho sea, One of the heaylest dikes 
along tho const was built by tho winds 
thamsel vos. 

‘ho sand formed between tho jettios bo- 
comes dry in sunny weather, and tho sur- 
face is blown ashore whon the wind Is in 
that direction. 16 was desirod to build a 
strong Gike to connect with tho sand 
dupes. ‘bis was accomplished by sotting 
in the sound, in rows about a foot apart, 
tufts of dune sea grass near by- The tufts 
were placod about s foot apart—simply 
litelo handfuls of erass. Lho place for each 
tuft was dug out with the hands, tho tuft 
sot into Jt and the sand pressed around it, 
Tho whole surface of the dry, sandy beach 
above high tide was covered with this 
plantation, and just back of it, at tho bigh- 
est pointof tho oxisting sandy aren, one or 
two rows of reeds woro sob into the sand, 
their tops out off and tho stalke loft stand- 
ing ubout four feob above the sand. ‘The 
sand, drifting along over the surface, 
catchos and In one windy doy will almost 
bury the tufts of grass and stand upa foot 
niong the rows of reods, Then another 
ploutation was made and another, untila 
masaive dike was built up to the height of 
the adjoining dike, In high storm tides 
tho waves will ent Into tho toe of the slope 
and pull down tho sand, but by tho samo 
process of building tho dike is ognin re- 
stored to Sta former slze.

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GUN COTTON GCOMPARATIVELY SAFE 
IN NAVAL WARFARE, 


Exports Toll Some Things About Its Quall- 
ties and the Way In Which It In Mads 


Detonation or Explosion Is Brought 


About by Shook. 


“Gun cotton,” sald an ordnanoo off 
n fow doya ngo, “ie by far the safest of nuy 
of the bigh explosives. That ta the renson 
it ie chosen instead of the nitroglyc 
preparations, whioh, although thoy will 
produce moro powerful offeots, are very 
dangerous things to have on shipboard 
They oan be exploded too onsily by the ap 
plication of boat, by a shock and undor 
rome conditions by spontaneous combus- 
tlon. But the gun cotton, so long aa it is 
kept wet, is absolutely safe, and thero Is 
no trouble about preserving the nocessary 
dogroo of molsture.’’

kun cotton as cn oxplosive for naval war 
(aro Was oxpreased by the superintendent 
of one of the largost powder manufactur- 
ing firms. 

‘*Not only ia gun cotton absolutely inort 
and harmless so long os it is wet,’’ he 
sald, ‘but it does not necessarily follow 
that i¢ will explode eyen when dry. Of 

course itis then much more Hable to do 
so, but if it is undisturbed in any way a 
considerable quantity of it might remain 
dry without any accident. In our works 
wo are extremely careful about the way in 
which we handle dry gun cotton, but 
thore js no need of any procautions when 
it ia wet. On shipboard the disks of dry 
cotton which are used as primers to do- 
tonate the wet are always kept away from 
the magazine, either op deck or in ono of 
the cabins. 

“The only danger from them would bo 
In case they wore dropped while being han- 
dled. The result then would not always— 
perbaps not usually—be an explosion, but 
you neyer can tell with certainty. One of 
the disks might be dropped half a dozen 
timos and not explode, and the next time 
under apparently the same conditions it 
would go off, Ag far as heat is conoerned, 
if the dry gun cotton is exposed to a con- 
tinued high temperature for a long time, 
it is likely to decompose, undergoing 
chemical changes which generate heat and 
may go far enough to cause spontaneous 
combustion. But no such condition is 
possible on a ship, because the gun cotton 
is always carricd in tho torpedo heads and 
Inspected regularly to see that it remains 
wot, The heads are practically airtight, 
but if any evaporation is noticod the cot- 
ton can be dampened again by a regular 
means arranged for that purpose.’’ 

The process by which so common and 
barmless a substance as cotton Is conyert- 
ed intoa high explosivo {s a comparatively 
simple one. Pure raw cotton or ordinary 
cotton waste is steeped in asolution of one 
part of nitrio acid and three parts of sul- 
phurio acid. The nitric acid is the onc 
which renders the cotton explosive, the 
presence of the sulphurio being required 
only to absorb the water, thus allowing 
the other acid tocombine more readily 
with the noarly pure cellulose of which 
After the ootton has 
soaked in the acids for several hours it is 
taken from the pots and squeezed through 
heavy rollers to extract all the superfluous 
nacld which it has not absorbed. ‘Then it 
is washed oarefully and thoroughly, still 
with the same object of removing the free 
noid. If any of this remained, its tendency 
would be to cause chemioal changes in the 
gun cotton and decompose it. Formerly 
this washing was the last process resorted 
to for the removal of the free sold, buta 
few years ago Sir Frederick Abel found 
that the cells in the cotton fiber so ab- 
sorbed and retained the aoid by capillary 
attraction that the washing failed to ex- 
tract it entirely. Toremedy this and make 
the gun cotton more pure, it is now after 
being washed passed through a machine 
similar to that which grinds up the rags 
ina paper mill. Here it is orushed thor- 
oughly and afterward washed again until 
the last trace of free acid disappears and 
the cotton comes out in the form of a soft 
white pulp, closely resembling the pulp of 
which paper is mado. 

This concludes the process of actual 
manufacture, and it now remains only to 
convert the gun cotton into the most con- 
yonient form for the use to which it is to 
be put. If it is to be employed in waking 
powder, it is dried and stored away in 
pulverized form, but if it is designed for 
filling torpedoes it must be compressed to 
a certain density and molded into the 
shapes which will best enable it to be 
packed into the torpedo heads. Theso 
shapes vary according to the design of the 
torpedoes and the method of packing. 
Sometimes they are disks and sometimes 
oylinders, flat squares or oubes. If uncom- 
pressed and dry, the gun cotton would be 
extremely light, welghing no more than 
ordinary cotton batting, but when made 
into the above forms it is comprossed to 
the density of an equal amount of wa- 
ter. The percentage of moisture remuain- 
ing in the gun cotton when it is paoked 
into torpedoes varies between 15 and 40. 
So safe from explosion, unless detonated, 
ig a brick of wet gun cotton that it may 
be placed upon hot coals. As the moisturo 
dries off from the outside the cotton flakos 
off and burns up quietly. Perfeotly dry 
gun eotton, when confined in a strong 
case, will explode with great violence if 
oxposed to a temporature of about 820 de- 
greos F, 

Detonation, or the firing of explosives by 
Intense shock, is a modern method, for 
ontil 80 years ago the application of heat 
was always used to bring about an explo 
sion. It bas now been discovered that de- 
tonation produces a more powerful effect 
than explosion by moans of heat, In de- 
tonating tho wet gun cotton in the torpedo 
heads the primer of dry gun cotton which 
ts used weighs only a pound or thereabout, 
[t is placed in contact with the wet mass, 
whioh in a Whitehead torpedo consists 
usually of about 250 pounds, Then, by 
moans of a fuse and fulminate of meroury 
cap, a flame is shot through tho disk of 
dry gun cotton. ‘This explodes instantly, 
and with it the entire mass of tho wet cot- 
ton, producing tremendous resulte.—New 

York Tribune.

are shout 8,009 people, who are working 
their way over the pass, which is very slow 
work, and which can readily be imagined, 
when each man going in has tg take 1,000 
pounds of provisions and has to pack 50 
pounds at a load over the pass.”

A few weeks ago we mentioned the fact 
that a few fodder cheese were being turne1 
out West of Toronto, and were being used 
for the local trade; and at the beginning of 
the present week a lot of over 100 hundred 
boxes of new cheese was recieved in this 
market from Kingston. This lot was ‘cer- 
tainly about as finea lot as was ever seen 
in this market for such early goods. As 
previously stated by us, where factorymen 
have no facilities for making butter, they 
have no alternative but to make cheese. 
We learn that afew factories in the Brock- 
ville and Belleville districts have com- 
menced turning out a few fodders, but’ the 
crop of this class of goods will undoubted-

The Killed and Wounded, 

Cairo, Egypt, April 11.—DLhe British 
brigade in the defeat of the Dervishes 
Friday at Atbara and the capture of 
Mahmoud, the Dervish commander, and 
4,000 of his followers, lost, in addition to 
the offloers killed, cabled Saturday, ten 
rank and file killed. and, had 90 men 
wounded. The Egyptians lost 561 men 
killed and had 14 officers and 319 mon 
wounded. The Dervishes lost about 2,000 
men killed. 


TWO THOUSAND COUNTED, 





Slaughter of the Dervishes Was 
Terrific—Rifie Pits Full of Dead. 


Cairo, Egypt, April 11.—The Anglo- 
Egpytian forces returned to Abadar Sat- 
urday eyening, and the. wounded were 
all placed in hospital under tents. All 
the troops will return to their quarters 
“on the Nile. @he force. of Mahmoud 

Pasha is completely broken up. Part of 
them are fleeing toward Atbara, and the 
others in the direction of the Nile, The. 
thickness of the brush rendered pursuit 
of them by the Egyptian cavalry and 
horse artillery difficult. The bodies of 
2,000 Dervishes, including those of the 
12 important emirs, haye been counted. 
Notable among the number of emirs who 
were slain is Wadboshara, formerly Emir 
‘of Dongola. It is believed that 1,000 other 
members of the Mahmoud’s army were 
killed. Ten guns and a quantity of rifles 
were captured. Mahmoud says his army 
consisted of 12,000 infantry and 4,000 


cavalry. 


Rifle Pits Full of Dead. 

Atbara Camp, April 11.—Mahmoud’s 
zareba, rifle pits and entrenchments are 
literally choke full of dead, while the 
ground outside the zaroba on tho south 
side is covered with hundreds of bodies, 

The most striking feature of the en- 
gagement was the picturesque storming 
of the zareba. Gonoeral Hunter, himself 
oheering, with helmet in hand, led the 
Soudanese and Egyptian troops to the 
zareba. They lost heavily in the rush, In 
recognition of their signal gallantry, the 
Sirdar, General Sir Herbert Kitchener, 
provisionally promoted on the fleld at the 
close of the battle the sergeant-major of 
each natiye battalion which orossed the 
zareba to a subaltern rank. 

Major-General Gatacre led the British 
brigade, and, accompanied by Private 
Cross of the Cameron Highlanders, was 
the first to reach the zareba. Private 
Oross bayoneted a big Dervish who was 
aiming pointblank at General Gatacro, 
Piper Stewart, while leading the Cam- 
eron Highlanders, was killed, seyen bul- 
lets passing through his body. Piper 
Mackenzie of the Seaforth Highlanders 
bears the marks of six bullets, but is 


The 


practically unwounded. Numbers of 
officers, among them Col. Money of the 
Cameron Highlanders, had bullets 


through their helmots. 
Urquhart'’s Last Words, 


The last words of Captain Urquhart of 
the Cameron Highlanders, who was 
among the killed, were: ‘‘Neyer mind me, 
lads; go on.’’ 

Tho Sirdar after the battle sald to Col. 
Money, reterring to the slow, steady ad- 
vance of the Cameron Highlanders, under 
tho withering fire of the Dervishes: ‘It 
was one of the finost feats performed for 
many years. You ought to be proud of 
such a regiment.'’ 

There was an impressive scene Satur- 
day afternoon, when three British officers 
and eighteen men were buried in front of 
the zareba, where they fell. All the avall- 
able officers and detachments from the 
yarious battalions were present. ‘he Sou- 
danese band and the Highland pipers 
played a lament. 

The Soudanese troops celebrated the 
victory by singing, dancing and drum- 
beating.

Mr. McKinley, After Reviewing Cuban 
© Affuirs, Says the War in Cuba Must 
Stop and Asks for Power. 


President McKinley, after reciting his 
uty under tho Constitution to give Con- 
gress from time to time information of 
the state of the Union, says the present 
reyolution in Cuba is but the successor 
of other similar insurrections which haye 
occurred in Cuba against the dominion 
of Spain, extending over a _ period of 
nearly half a century, each of which dur- 
ing its progress has subjected the United 
States to great effort and expense. Since 
the present reyolution began in February, 
1595, this country has seen the fertile 
domain at our threshold rayaged by fire 
and sword in the course of a struggle 
unequalled in the history of the island 
and rarely paralleled as to the number of 
combatants and the bitternesssof the 
contest by any reyolution of modern 
times, where a dependent peoplo, striving 
to bo free, haye been opposed by the 
power of the soyereign state. Tho Presi- 
dent then shows how U. S. trade has 
suffered and reyerts to Cleyeland’s offer 
madein April, 1896. This offer failed 
because Spain would not consider any 
plan of meaiation. The war continued 
upabated. Tho resistance of tho insur- 
gents was inno wise diminished. The 
efforts of Spain were increased, both by 
the despatch of fresh levies to Cuba and 
by the addition to the horrors of the 
strife of a new and inhuman phase, hap- 
pily unprecendented in the modern history 
of civilized Christian peoples. 

“Not Civilized Warfare."

Senators Do Not Consider That It Goes 
Far Enough in Recognizing Cubans. 


Washington, April 12.—The President's 
message did not, after the first reading, 
receive the endorsement of a majority of 
the Senators, and many exonsed them- 
selyes from.speaking about it until they 
could have time for careful perusal. In a 
general way the objections were based on 
the ground that it did not go far enough 
in recognizing the rights of the Cubans. 

One of the most signiflcant utterances 
on the subject of the message was that of 
Senator Foraker, Republican, from the 
President's own State, and a member of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations. He 
said: ‘‘I haye no patience with the mes- 
gage and you can say s0.’’

order: 

“Prom tho day following the rocoipt 
in each locality of the present proclama- 
tion hostilities are ordored to be suspond- 
ed in all the territory of tho Island of 
Ouba. 

“Tho dotails for the execution of the 
above article will be the object of special 
instructions that will be communicated 
to tho several commanders-in-oblof of the 
army corps for oasy and prompt oxect- 
tion, according to the situation and oir- 
cumstances of the case. (Signed) Blanco.”’ 


With Whom Shall He Nogotinte ? 

New York, April 12.—Tho World pub- 
lishos the following from Hayana: Gen- 
eral Blanco has recoived from Madrid in- 
structions to give ont tho edict granting 
an armistice.

In regard to the reduction of the inter- 
est.on savings bank deposits, there was 
much to be said on both sides. He was 
surprised that Mr. Foster had not dealt 
with the matter fairly. 

The Zollverein Treaties. 

After reyliewing the trade situation, 
Sir Richard took up the experience of the 
Government with the Belgian and Ger- 
man treaties. 

He admitted that the home authorities 
had deoclded against the Canadian conten- 
tion, but he bad no hesitation in saying 
that the Imporial authorities wore wrong. 
But they had the power, and were, per- 
haps, governed by diplomatic reasons 
rather than good law. However, the Goy- 
ernment and Parliament had good reason 
to congratulate themselyes on what had 
been accomplished in securing the abro- 
gation of tho treaties. 

About Unfulfilled Pledges, 

Regarding the failure of tho Liberal 
party to fulfil its pledges of retrenchment, 
Sir Richard pleaded that the late Goyern- 
ment had made it more difficult for the 
present Ministers to reduce expenditures 
than he and his friends had supposed.

CARDINAL TASCHEREAU DEAD } si: 


The Esteemed Quebec Prelate 
Has Passed Away, 


He Had Boon Confined to His Room for 
Many Months, and Spinal Diseaso Was 
the Cause of His Taking Off—A Noble 
Membor of an Excollont Family, Mona- 
ored in Life and in Death—Sketch of 
His Life and Caroer, 

Quobeo, April 18.—Cardinal Taschorecau 
died at 6.20 p.m. yostorday. 


Tauch- 


oreau, Oardinal I's t of the Koman Cath- 
ola Church and Archbishop of Quebec, was 
descended from Thomas Jacques Thsch- 
ereau, a& gontleman who came to New 
Krance from Touraine, France, In the cany 
part of the seventeenth century, and whose 
descendants have occupled some of the 
wost prominent positions In the public, 
udiclal and ecclesiastical ilfe of Canada, 
The Oardinal'a grandfather was the late 
Ifon. Gabricl Elzcar Tascherenu, a man of 
the Lower Oaniuda Legislature, while hls 
father, Hon. Jean Thomas Tascherenu, was 
a Judge of the King’s Bench of the same 
province, His mother was Marie, daughter 
of the Hon. Jean Antoine VPanet, frat 
Speaker of the first Assembly elected In 





the Province of Quebec. Born at Ste. Mane 
de lan Beauce, P.Q., eb, 17, 1820, he wis 
educated at the Quebec Seminary, after 
which he spent 16 months (1886-37) travel- 
United Kingdom, and in Bel- 
gium, France and Italy. On lila return to 
Quebec, 1837, le entered the Grand Sem- 
inary, ond having foMowed the preseribed 
corse In theology was ordalned priest an 
bis native parish, Sept, 10, 1842. He re- 
mained In the Seminary, first 16 a professor 
and afterwards as director, 20 years, and 
while there compiled seyeral educational 
works for the use of the aludents, none of 
which, however, have been printed. While 
eld! discharging his dutics at the seminary 
he volunteered for service to attend the 
sick and dylog Irish imindgrants at Grosse 
Isle during the prevalence of the aship- 
fever, 1847, and was himself prostrated by 
the disease, In 1854 the future Cardinal

went to Rome, where, after two years, he 
took his degree of D.D. Ih 1860 he was 
elected Superior of the Seminary, and he- 
came ex-officio Rector of Laval th versaly, 
an institution In whose Interest he after- 
wards journeyed to Rome on two occasions, 
namely, in 1862 and in 1864. In 1869 he 
rattended elses Baillargeon during the 
sittings of the Vatican Connell, as his sec- 
retary and theologian. He liad previously, 
in 1862, been appolnted a Vicar-General of 
the Archdiocese. The dutles of his several 
offices he continued to discharge up to thé 
death of his venerated predecessor In thé 
Episcopate, October, 1870, when he was 
chosen as his successor, Dr. Taschereau 
was duly consecrated at the Basilica of 
Quebec by the late Most Rey. J. J. Lynch, 
Archbishop of Toronto, March 19, 1871, and 
forthwith entered upon his dutles. As six- 
teenth Archbishop of Quebec, one of his 
first efforts was directed towards freeing 
the College at St. Anne de la Pocatlere 
from its financial difficulties. After seyen 
years’ labor, with the assistance of his 
clergy, Whose zeal and generosity in this 
as in other matters he was _ always 
giad to acknowledge, he succeeded. Soon 
after his elevation His Grace went to 
Montreal as Apostolic Delegate to maquire 
into and report upon some unforeseen dif- 
ficulties arising out of the erection of cer- 
tain parities in that city, and, at the end 
of 1872, he preceeded to Rome with a view 
of procuring a final settlement thereof. In 
the same year he founded in Quebec the 
Hotel-Dieu du Sacre-Cour, a hospital which 
has since become a great local benefit. He 
also adopted measures for the reconstruc. 
tion of the church at Ste. Anne de Beau- 
pre, a shrine which for 250 years has been 
the Mecca of devout pilgrims seeking re- 
storation of health. In the following year 
he began the construction of a seminary at 
Chicoutimi; in 1874 he took part In the 
two-hundredth anniversary of the founda- 
tlon of the Episcopal See of Quebec; In 
1878 and in 1878 he presided at two Pro- 
vincial Councils; in 1579 he enlarged the 
curriculum of the College of Levis, by giv- 
it a classical course. In 1882 and in 
1 he was again at Rome. On June 7, 
1886, he was created a Cardinal Priest of 
the Holy Roman Church, with the title «f 
Bainte Marle de Ja Victoire. His \Wminence 
being the first native of Canada to be ele- 
vat to the Sacred College, and being a 
prelate personally popular and beloved by 
all classes, his app0 ntment was recelyed 
with rent rejoicing throughout the coun- 
try. e was presented with an address 
of congratulation from the Legislative As- 
embly of Quebec and the Mayor and City 
unecll of Quebec, and was afterwards 
feted in that city, in Montreal, Toronto 
and elsewhere. He received the chapeau 
from the Pope's hands March 17, 1887. In 
September, 1894, His minence retired from 
the administration of his diocese, and Mgr. 
Begin, his coadjutor, was appointed admis- 
istrator thereof. One of his latest acts was 
to sign a petition, with the wther «arch. 
bishops ont bishops of his Oburch in Can- 
ada, praying Parliament tg disallow the 
Public Schools ‘Act of Manitoba and also 
to redress certaln griovances complained of 
by the Catholics of the Northwest Terrl- 
torles on account of the school ordinance 
of 1892. He is the author of ‘‘Remarques 
aur le memolre de i'Eyeque des Trols- 
Rivyleres sur les difficultes religleuses en 
Canada.’’ (1882).

The annual meeting of the Belleville 
Board of Trade was held in the Council 
Chamber last evening and in some respects 
it was a most important meeting.

The letter was received and referred to 
the Council of the Board tor action. 

Mr, J. L. Biggar announced that he had 
information from Ottawa to the effect that 
the military camp would be held here in 
all probability.

Mr. Bannick, in his speech for the 
defence, admitted that the prisoner 
had been In Mr. Trent's house on the 
night of the murdor, but asserted that 
he had left it before eleven o'clock. 
Ho had gone to ask Mr. Trent's as- 
sent to his sult to Olympia Raven. 
Mr. Trent, jn refusing jt, had observed 
that he intended martying her him- 
self. This statement, which was con- 
firmed by tho testimony of Mrs. Ra- 
ven, a witness for the prosecution, 
showed that the deceased must have 
been a man of loose morals, for it 
had been shown that he was at the 
time already married to another lady. 

A man of loose morals Is certain to 
have enerics, and such enemies as 
are apt to be moved to murder. 
Again, Mr. Trent was a dealer in dia- 
monds; he was known to be often in 
possession of gems of Immense value; 
he might easily have been murdered 
on this ground; but it was not even 
pretended that this had been the pris- 
oner's motive. In fact, no motive 
whatever had been assigned—for to be 
informed that one has a rival in a 
lady's affection is certainly not a mo- 
tive, And not only were the prison- 
er’s social position and character In- 
compatible with such a crime, but his 
conduct on the evening of the murder 
eould not be reconciled with a gulity 
purpose. He had given his true name 
to the porter at the club, and had left 
him with the avowed intention of go- 
ing to seek Mr. Trent at his house. 
Again, he had announced himself by 
name to the caretaker, Simpson. Per- 
sons meditating murder do not act in 
this way, As regarded the dagger, 
the prisoner frankly admitted it to be 
his. He had taken it with him to Mr, 
Trent's house that night for a pecu- 
liar reason, which from its nature was 
not susceptible proof, but the very 
simplicity of which should commend 
it to the credence of the jury. Miss 
Raven had admired the dagger at his 
studio, and the prisoner had resolved 
to make her a present of it. 

He had accordingly taken it with 
him on the evening in question, in- 
tending, after his interview with Mr, 
Trent at his club, to call upon Miss 
Raven at her house and give it to her, 
But, trary to his expectation, he 
had not found Mr, Trent at his club, 
and again, contrary to his expectation, 
Mr. Trent had refused his agsent to 
his suit. In his distress and preoc- 
cupation he had forgotten on his de- 
parture to take the dagger away with 
him, He had gone from Mr, Trent’s 
house to his own studio, and had 
there spent the night; and this would 
sufficiently account for his dishevelled 
appearance the next morning, But 
surely a murderer would have fied, 
and as surely he would not have left 
behind him such a plece of evidence 
as the fatal dagger. But, on the 
other hand, the real murderer who 
used the dagger had the best of rea- 
sons for leaving it in the wound; for 
to do so would be to divert suspicion 
from himself. And who was the real 
murderer ? Unquestionably the short 
man With the dark beard whom Mrs. 
Simpson had seen between eleven and 
twelve o'clock, The presence there of 
this man had not been accounted for, 
Yet the fact of his presence there 
had been sworn to, and that fact was 
irreconcilable with the guilt of the 
prisoner. And for the jury to bring 
in a verdict against the prisoner 
would, therefore, be to add another 
murder to the one already committed. 
Let the short man with the dark 
beard be found and the mystery of 
Harry Trent's death would be a mys- 
tery no longer. 

The district-attorney, in asking for 
a verdict against the prisoner, said 
he should have been well pleased had 
there been better evidence to offer in 
his favour. But really there was no 
defence. The visit of the prisoner to 
the house was conceded; the possession 
of the dagger was conceded; a dispute 
on a matter involving a woman's love 
was conceded; the fact that no one 
else was admitted to the house was 
ecnceded. As to the prisoner's ex- 
planations about the dagger, even had 
they been matter of legal evidence, 
they were utterly futile and ridicu- 
lous. No sensible man would credit 
them for a moment, and it would make 
no difference as to the probability of 
the prisoner’s guilt if they were cred- 
ited. With respect to the conflict of 
evidence regarding the identity of the 
prisoner with the person whom Mrs, 
Simpson thought she saw, the district- 
attorney was far from wishing to di- 
minish whatever weight it might have 
in the jury’s eyes. But he fancied it 
would have very little. 

The old lady had been asleep and 
was still only half awake when she 
went upstairs, She had had a 
giimpse of some one through a crack 
of a door, and had thought it was a 
short man with a beard. But he 
might have been sitting down, and a 
ahadow might have caused the ap- 
pearance of a beard. The jury would 
have noticed that Mrs. Simpson, in 
the witness-box, had worn spectacles, 
She certainly was not likely to have 
worn her spectacles to bed, however, 
nor to haye put them on to go up- 
stairs on a voyage of discovery after 
a candle. Consequently that glimpse 
of hers through a crack in the door 
was likely to have been a very blind 
giimpse indeed. But it was unneces- 
tary to pursne the subject or to weary 
the jury with further details. Every- 
thing pointed cne way, and that was 
to the prisoner's guilt. It was a ter- 
rible thing that a man of his position 
and training should be guilty of a 
crime so hideous, but it was the jury's 
duty to pronounce as to the facts. And 
thelr verdict, besides avenging the 
death of an hcnourable and honoured 
citizen, would show the world that in 
the city of New York there was but 
one Jaw for rich and poor, for gentle 
and simple. 

The Judge, In summing up, sald that 
the jury must confine themselves to 
the legal evidence that had been pro- 
duced in court.

Binmed for the Blowing Up of the

Washington, April 14.—The following 
is tho majority resolution reported to the 
Senate by Senator Davis tmmodiately 
upon tho convening of the Senate at noon 
yesterday: 


“Wherous, the abhorrent conditions 
whioh have existed for more than threo 
yours In the island of Cuba, go near our 
own borders, bave shocked the moral 


sonse of the poople of the United States, 
and boon a disgrace to Christian civiliza 
tion, culminating, as they have, in the 
destruction of a United States battleship 
with two hundred and sixty six of lts 
officers and crew, while on a friendly 
visit In the harbor of Hayana, und can- 
not longer be endured, as has been set 
forth by the President of the United 
States in his mossage to Congress on 
April 11, 1898, upon which the action of 
Congress was invited, 

“'Thovofore, Resolved, first, that tho 
people of the island of Cuba are, and of 
right ought to be, froe and independent. 
Second, that it is the ny of the United 
States to demand, and tho Government of 
the Unitod States does hore domand, that 
the Government of Spain at onco rolin- 
quish its authority and government in 
the Island of Cuba, and withdraw its 
land and nayal forces from Cuba and 
Cuban waters. Third, that tho Prosident 
of the United States be, and he hereby 
is, directed and empowered to uso the 
entire land and nayal forces of the Uni- 
ted States, and to call into the actual 
service of the United States the militia 
of the several States, to such extent as 
may bo necessary to carry these resolu 
tions into oeffect,”” 

Tho roaaing of the report ocoupicd 47 
minutos, and is regarded as a powerful, 
bitter arraignment of Spain. 

A Minority Report, 

Senator Turpie presented a minority 
report from the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, as follows: 

“Tho undersigned mombers of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations concur 
in the report made upgn the Cuban reso- 
lutions, but we favor the immediate 
recognition of the Republic of Cuba as 
organized in that island, as a free, inde- 
pendent and sovereign power among the 
nations of the world.”’ 

It was signed by Senators Turpie, 
Mills, Daniel and Foraker, 

To Bo Decided To-day. 


Mr. Hoare demanded that the resolu- 
tions lie over under the rules until to- 
day. Tho Vice-President reserved his de- 
cision on the point of order.

DIRECTED TO INTERVENE. 





Resolution Agreed to by. the House Call- 
ing Upon the President to Act, 


Washington, D.C., April 14.—The reso- 
lution of the Foreign Affairs Committeo, 
calling upon the President to intervene 
at once to stop the war in Cuba, passed 
the House last night shortly after six 
o'clock by a yote of 322 ayes to 19 noes, 

‘bis is the resolution; ‘Resolved, that 
the President is hereby authorized and 
directed to interyene at once to stop the 
war in Cuba, to the end and with the 
purpose of securing permanent peaco and 
order there, and establishing by the free 
action of the people thereof a stable and 
independent government of their own in 
the island of Cuba; and the. President is 
hereby authorized and empowered to use 
the land and nayal forces of the United 
States to execute the purpose of this reso- 
lution,’*

It is the opinion of your committee 
that the dostruction of the Maine was 
conipassed either by the official act of 
these Spanish authorities, or was made 
possible by a negligence in thoir part so 
willing and gross as to be equivalent in 
culpability to positive criminal action.

Tired Eyes. 

Poople speak about their eyes being 
tired, meaning that tho retina or seeing 
portion of tho oye is fatigued, but such is 
not tho case, as the retina hardly ever gets 
tirod. Tho fatigue is in the inher and 
outer musclo attached to tho eyeball and 
tho muscle of accommodation which sur- 
rounds the lens of the eye. Whon a near 
object is to bo looked at, this muscle re- 
laxes and allows the lena to thicken, in- 
creasing its refractive power. The inner 
and outer muscles are used in covering the 
eye on the object to be looked at, tho Inner 
ono being ospecially used when a near ob- 
joot is looked at. Itis in the threo mus- 
clos mentioned that tho fatigue Is felt, and 
relief is secured tomporarily by closing tho 
oyos or gazing at far distant objects. The 
usual indlcation of strain Is a redness of 
the rim of the eyelid, betokeoning #& con- 
gostod state of tho inner surface, nocom- 
paniod by some palp, Somotimes this 
wourlpess indicates tho need of glassos 
rightly adapted to the person, and in othor 
coas®a the true remedy Ja to inassage tho 
eyo and its surroundings as far as may bo 
with the band wet in cold water. —Phila- 
delphia Ledger.

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HE IS A MILLIONAIRE. 


So Says a Johannesburg Newspaper of 
J. A. Wheeler. . 


(Tweed News.) 

Mr. Jas. A. Wheeler, who returned over 
& year ago, aftor ten years’ sojourn in Aus- 
tralia and South Africa, was in Tweed on 
Friday the 2nd inst, on business, in com- 
pany with his solicitor, Mr. J. Earl Halli- 
well, of Stirling.

Ottawa; April 15.—Tho lobby for and 
against the Kettle Valley bill was very 
active last night, but the impression pre 
Yails that the bill will pass» to-day. In, 
yiew of certain stitoments which are in 
circulation regarding tho attitnde of the 
Grand Trunk, Assistant Manager Waln- 
wright bas felt it necessary to issue a 
circular pointing out the interest which 
the Grand Trunk has in tho measure, He 
says the Corbin bill is intended to pro 
vide railway communication by which 
the Grand Yrunk Company can reach by 
its own lino and connecting the Bonndary 
Creek country, and give railway facilities 
which are absolutely necessary for the 
development of that rich territory. ‘The 
Grand Trunk Company now reach that 
country with supplies from castern mer 
chants, but for a considerable distance 
goods have to be teamed, at great. disad- 
yantage and heavy expense. 

The Grand Trunk Company's Chicago 
line was acquired by agreoment with the 
Canadian Government, und to day is con- 
tributing a tariff for the benefit of Can- 
ada, which means the employment of 
hundreds of men and the expenditure of 
thousands of dollars in tho country 
which otherwise would be given to the 
routes south, The object of the Grand 
Trunk Company is to build up Eastern 
Canadian business with British Colum- 
bia, which can as readily be done through 
its westerly lines and connections as the 
carrying of merchandise now taking 
place in bond through other portions of 
American territory, If this charter is not 
granted i¢ simply will mean a check to 
the enterprising policy inaugurated by 
the present inmanagement of the conpany, 
and will prevent that neccessary compvti- 
tion which alone can regulate rates. It is 
well known that whilst railways may 
agrea and combine on uniform tariffs, 
they are fixed on a reasonable and fair 
busis to the shippers, whilst without 
competition unreasonable rates usually 
prevail, VYhe Grand Trunk Company has 
been long urged to reach into the North 
west for the purpose of affording addi- 
tional railway facilities, and such de- 
mands will now receive the serious con: 
sideration of the management, provided 
the charter now applied for is allowdd to 
become a law.

Budget Debate Resumed,. 


The budget debate was resumed by Mr. 
Craig, who devoted some time to com- 
parisons of Liboral promises with Liberal 
performances, He showed how they had 
utterly failed to carry out their pledges 
to economize. They had also failed to 
secure reciprocity with the United States, 
an object which was to be obtained with- 
in 24 hours after they came into office, 

It lacked 10 minutes to 6 when Mr. 
Craig concluded, so Sir Charles Tupper 
arose to make a personal explanation, 
anda rattling tilt ensued between the 
Opposition leader and the Finance Min- 
ister. 


Sir Charles asked to be allowed to just- 
ify the statement he made the night be- 
fore, and which was challenged, that Mr. 
Fielding himself admitted last year in 
England that no preferential tariff then 
existed for British goods. He read from 
the report of Mr. Fielding’s speech in 
Sheffield this sentence: ‘For the present, 
therefore, there is no preferential tariff 
in Canada for British goods.’’ 

The Opposition applauded and Sir 
Charles went on to say tho Minister of 
Customs declared in his speech that if, 
as Sir Charles had stated, he (Sir Charles) 
made a proposal last session in regard to 
the sugar duties as affecting the West 
Indies, it was not to be found in Hansard. 

Sir Charles desired to show that he had 
made such a proposal, and quoted at 
length from Hansard, which showed that 
he protested against the change in the 
refined sugar duties, and urged the Goy- 
ernment to stay its hund until it should 
look into the whole question.

The sad news containcd in the above 
caption reached Brockville yesterday ina 
despatch forwarded from Ottawa to Col. 
W. H. Cole, and is certain to excite the 
deepest interest and sorrow among our 
townspeople. Though the deceased had not 
been a resident here for several years he is 
still kindly remembered by many of our 
townspeople, who will sincerely regret his 
untimely demise. During his boyhood. 
and in fact his early manhood he was al- 
ways a prominent factor in the social life of 
Brockville. He was an accomplished 
amateur vocalist and pianist, -and could 
always be relied on to do his share in con- 
tributing to the success of all social gather- 
ings. 

eigen M. Oole was the eldest son of 
Col. W. H. Cole, County Registrar, and 
was born in Brockville 42 years ago. He 
was educated in our schools, and for a 
time studied Jaw in the offices uf the late

ing, and became an expert at that business, 
being largely employed by English people 
to look after their mining interests. is 
necessitated his absence from home’ to a 
great extent, and led to his visiting many 
sections in Spain, Italy and Southern 
Russia, Hoe was last in Brockville on the 
occasion of the marriage of his eldest 
sister about five years ago to Prof. Din le, 
organist, Belleville. For some time 
prior to his death he had been located 
at San Vincenzo, near Leghorn, Italy, 
looking after the interests of some London 
people there. In his letters home he com- 
plained of failing eyesight and also spoke 
of an accideutal fall in a mine, in which his 
head was hurt to such an extent that par- 
alysis resulted. Following this he was for 
some time in a hospital at Leghorn, but in 
his last letter to his father said he had ‘left 
the jnstitution, was getting better and 
thought he would soon be all right. It is 
supposed, howeyer, that a relapse must 
have occurred, The news, which reached 
here via London, was to the effect that he 
died on the 5th inst., and had been buried 
at Vincenzo. He leaves a wife and young 
son, who make their home in New York 
city.

Orders Issued to Mobilize the 
Regular Army. 


Troops Will Be Moved at Onoe to the 
Frontier of Florida-The Momentous 
Decision Will Be Reached Before the 
Senate Adjourns To-Day, According 
to Agreement as Dex ided Upon ata 
Late Hour Last Night—All the World 
Waits Anxiously. 


Washington, D.C., April 16.— Deoldod- 
ly the most warlike stop yot taken by the 
War Dopartmont was inaugurated yestor- 
day, when ordors were issued for tho con: 
contration at four points in tho South of 
six roglmonta of cavalry, 82 rogiiments 
of infantry and tho light battorles of five 
regiments of arfillery. At Chickamauga 
thore wlll bo «ix rogimonts of cavalry 
and the Nght batteries of five reglmonts 
of artillory; at Now Orleans, eight regi- 
ments of infantry; at Tampa, sevon 
regimonta of infantry, and at Mobile, 
seven rogiments of infantry. Since tho 
Givil War, no such proportion of the 
army has been mobilized, nnd the move 
mont itself is tho bost oyidence of the 
gravity of the situation as looked upon 
by tho President and his advisors,

Should Not Be a False Witness. 

Mr. Craig gave the Montreal Witness a 
hoayy roasting for its unfair statemonts 
about his action in the House tho other 
day regurding the plebisoite bill.

Ho criticised the personnel of the Cab- 
inet, pointing out the large number of 
lawyers in the Ministry. 

Tusiness Ability of Lawyors, 

Amid great laughter he asked, ‘‘Who- 
ever know a lawyer to be possossed of 
much business ability?’ For instance, 
there was Mr. Mulock who was sppoint- 
od manager or president of the Farmer's 
Loan Soclety. The country knew to-day 
what a howling success he had made of 
that business. 

Mr. ‘Taylor strongly animadverted on 
the sale of the Kingston penitentiary 
binder twine output to the Hobbs Com- 
pany of London by permitting that com- 
pany twice to amend their offer for the 
binder twine, and then the Government 
chargod them less than the contract pro- 
vided. Although binder twine was on the 
freo list ana Canadian factories ruined, 
tho farmers could not get the article any 
cheaper than last year. Another instance 
of the offect of tho Government's tariff 
policy was seen in regard to barbed wire,

price was just the same as last year, 
namely, two and a half cents per pound, 

Mr. Frost was tho next speaker. He 
commonded the Government for having 
brought peace and prosperity to Canada.

A Lively Scrap. . 

He condemned Mr. Bennett for charg-

Then for the next ten minutes there 
was one of the liveliest scraps of the sos- 
sion, ‘The Conservatives contended that 
Mr, Tarte should be compelled to with- 
draw the last remark as contrary to Par- 
liamentary etiquette. 

Mr. Dayin and Mr. Clancy were insist- 
ant on the point. Mr. Fielding rushed 
into the breach to defend Mr. Tarte, 
whoeroupon Dr. Montague rose to his feet 
and called upon the Deputy-Spoaker, who 
was in the ohair, for his ruling. 

Amid great uproar two or three mem- 
bers rose together to give their views, but 
finally above the din Sir Charles Tupper 
was heard to say that the rules of tho 
House would not permit the use of such 
language as that uttered by the Minister 
of Public Works. 

The Noise Something Awful.

AL OTTAWA WAS SHAKEN 


Terrific Explosion at the Ottawa 
Powder Works. 


Tall Buildings Were Shaken aa tk by an 
Earthquake and Plate Glass Windows 


in the Centre of the City Were Iroken 


—The Ruins Took Fire and It Is 

Expected the Magazine Will Iie 

Reached by the Flames. 

Ottawa, April 18,—At 11,0 Inst night 
tho wholo sky above the oity was Sllu- 
minated, and o few seconds after thore 


was a tromondous shock, aa of a hoavy 
explosion. In a fow minutes a roflection 
of fire was soon at ths back of Hull. En 
quiry by tolophone doyoloped tho fact 
that the works of tho Ottawa Powdor 
Company at Ironsides, about six milos 
from Ottawa, had boon blown up, but at 
this hour no particulars can be learned, 
and itis not known whether there was 
any loss of life. Quite a lot of glass in 
the olty was broken by tho force of tho 
oxplosion 
All Ottawa Was Shaken, 

All Ottawa was shaken by tho crash 
which occurred at 11,85 last night. Tall 
buildings wore shaken as if by an earth- 
quake, and plate glass windows on Sparks 
atroot, In the contre of the clty, were shat- 
tered. 

It was fully half an hour after tho oc- 
curronce that the fact was learned that 
the tremondous detonation was due to an 
explosion of dynamite in the Ottnwa 
Powder Company's factory, about six ' 
miles distant from Ottawa on the Quo- — 
beo side of the river. 

This is the third time in ten years that 
a similar disaster has overtaken these 
works, although never has the force of 
the oxplosion been so severcly felt in 
Ottawa. ‘The factory buildings are situ- 
ated about three miles out from Hull in 
u secluded plece of bush land, half a 
milo off the Chelsea road. There were in 
the mixing house at the timo fully four 
tons of dynamite. The force with which 
this muss of explosive material dotonuted 
must have beon terrific in the immediate 
neighborhood, Doubtless all the buildings 
are dostroyed, 

Somo distance from the factory is tho 
magazine in which are stored at present 
12 tons of dynamite and dualin. 


The Storehouse Took Fire, 


Fiye minutes after the explosion, the 
storehouse took flre. Thoso who rushed 
first to the scene, upon discovering this, 
ran hastily away from the place and sent 
word up and down the road of the im: 
pending danger of a second shock. ‘ho 
Hull police thereupon formed a cordon at 
the outskirts of the town and refused to 
allow people to pass in. Thus, at this

Virst—'That the people of the Island of 
Cuba are, and of right ought to bo, free 
and independent, 

Second—That 16 is tho duty of tho 
United States to demand, and the Goy- 
ernment of the United States docs horeby 
domand, that the Governmont of Spain 
at once relinquish its authority and goy- 
ernment In the Island of Cuba, and with- 


draw its land and naval forces from Cuba_ 


and Cuban waters, 

Tbird—That tho President of the Uni- 
tod States bo, and ho horeby js, director 
and empowered to uso tho entire land 
and naval forces of tho United States, 
tind to call into the actual seryice of tho 
United States tho militia of the several 
States to such oxtent as may be necessury 
to carry theso resolutions into effoct. 

Fourth—That the Unite: States horeby 
disclaims apy, disposition. or intention to 
oxerolse soverdignty, jurisdiction or con- 
trol ovor sald Island excopt for the paofl- 
cation thereof, and asserts its determina- 
tion when that is accomplished, to Teave 
tho government and control of the Island 
to its people,

In reply to a question as to what would 
happen to Spain after a disastrous war, 
Don Carlos said: ‘The future is in the 
hands of God; but Spaniards would not 
bo likely to rebel against the Government 
which had known how to yindicate the 
old Castilian honor,’’ 


Cariists Active in England, 

London, April 19.—The supporters in 
England of Don Carlos, the Spanish Pre- 
tender, headed by the Earl of Ashburn- 
ham, are actively preparing for emergen- 
cles. Kvyery detail has been arranged to 
scizo a propitious moment for - action. 
Tho local Carlists aro convinced that the 
prosent Spanish dynasty is doomed, and 
that Spain will be forced to choose be: 
tween Republicanism and Don Carlos. 
They add the only chance of the present 
dynasty Is a successful war against the 
United States, the possibility of which is 
scouted, 





War Is Inevitable, 

London, April 19.—General Marcelo de 
Azoarraga, ex-Foreign Minister of War 
and Prime Minister, has, «a_ special 
despatch from Madrid announces, arrived 
at the Spanish capital, in order to attend 
the meoting of the Cortes, He js quoted 
as declaring that war is inevitable. 

The despatch adds that many Swodish, 
Brazilian and other foreign officers are 
offering their service to Spain.

Disorder at Barcelona, 

Barcelona, April 19.—Although Sunday

tho United States Senate in regard to 
Cuba. ‘There was a scene of the groatest 
excitement and patriotic shouts were 
raised on all sides. When the students 
heard the news, on Jeaying the theatres, 
they paraded the streets, cheering for 
Spain, and made an attempt to reach the 
United States Consulate. Tho authori- 
tics, however, had taken precautions, and 
the crowds were dispersed. 


PANIC AT MANILA. 


Spanish Officials and Well-to-do Spanish 
Families Stampeding From the 
Philippines, 


London, April 19.—A special despatch 
from Singapore says that the steamship 
Leo XIIL, from Manila, has arrived 
there crowded with Spanish officials and 
well-to-do Spanish families who are oscap- 
ing from the rebellion, which is spread- 
ing rapidly in the Philippines. They re- 
port that Manila is panic-stricken. 





Indian Outbreak Feared, 


Gnthrie, O.T., April 19.—Nearly 1,000 
Choyenne Indians are gathered on the 
bank of tho North Canadian, many miles 
from the agency, holding a ghost dance. 
It is feared that the Indians, incited by 
their medicine men, will take advantage 
of the absence of troops from neighboring 
stores to start an uprising to seoure more 
beef rations and in return for the enforce- 
ment of the territorial anti-polygamy 
law, which has caused great discomfort 
to the tribe.

He now proceeded slowly, for he was 
very tired, and also sleepy and hun- 
gry.

As 
S00n as his money should be gone he 
would be at the mercy of circum- 
Stances, He examined again the con- 
tents of his pockets. There were eight 
dollars in money, two or three letters 
addressed to Burton Fairfax, Esq., of 
Poughkeepsie, a couple of receipted 
bills, and nothing else—except a cut- 
ting from a newspaper, headed “ Some 
Developments of the Trent Murder,” 
which Keppel proceeded to read with 
interest. Its date was apparently of 
the day previous :— 

“The will of the late Harry Trent 
Was discovered yesterday in a package 
of documents left by him in a bureau 
drawer, at the Bellevue hotel, in Phila- 
delphia. He spent the night of Feb- 
ruary twenty-second last at this place, 
and seems to have forgotten to take 
the documents away with him. The 
will is dated February twonty, eighteen 
hundred and seventy, and is very short, 
devising all his property, real and per- 


sonal, to ‘my wife, Sarah Althea 
Trent. It is properly signed and at- 
tested. This will be of interest to 


those who ventured to express doubts 
as to the genuineness of the marriage 
announced in court last Tuesday by 
Mrs, Trent—until then known as Mrs. 
Sallie Matchin. Mr. ‘Trent at all 
events appears to have shared her opin- 
jon regarding its validity. The other 
documents in the package were not of 
an important character.” 

“It will be noticed that no provision 
is made in the will for Mrs. Raven and 
her daughter Olympia, who are un- 
derstood to have been distantly re- 
lated to the deceased, and to have 
been receiving from him an annual 
Stipend of some eight thousand dol- 
lars, This fact will probably occa- 
sion some comment, as it was intl- 
mated at the late trial that Mr. Trent 
had proposed to make Miss Raven his 
wife. Possibly the desire that he 
should make such a proposal was fa- 
ther to the statement that he had 
done so. His will seems to show not 
only the baselessness of the assertion, 
but that for some reason or other 
Mr. Trent intended in the future to 
let these two ladies take care of -them- 
selves, It js to be hoped that they 
possess independent resources. 

“In Mr. Trent's breast pocket at the 
time of his death was found ao letter 
written tn cipher, the purport of which 
Was not made out. Tt was not pro- 
duced at the trial, as the prosecution 
was not of the opinion that it could 
throw any light on the case. It is now 
published, however, in the hope that 
some cipher expert may be able to 
elucidate it, and thus, perhaps, furnish 
on explanation of some of the mys- 
terious circumstances that yet sur- 
round Mr. Trent's tragic end. The 
letter {s as follows :—

“The paper on which this curlous 
effusion is written appears to be of 
French manufacture,”

Thus, of the sevenmteen different char- 
acters (commas and periods included) 
that composed it, three occurred six 
times or less, seven from twelve to 
twenty-nine times, and seven from 
thirty to forty times. Plainly, there- 
fore, they could not be signs answer- 
ing to létters of the alphabet. Again, 
the clpher consisted of groups of four 
character# (neither more nor less) and 
of single capitals. Of the four char- 
acter combinations—over sixty in all— 
only seven occurred more than once in 
tho course of the composition, Of the 
separate capitals F occurred twenty- 
two times, C seventeen times, B six, S 
five, and E four times. All this was 
very pursling, and was to be elucidat- 
ed, if at @l), only after prolonged study, 
of which Keppel's brain, at’ that junc- 
ture, was’ far ftom being capable.

Sugasta Addressed Them, 


The supporters of tho Government in 
both Houses of Parliament met in the 
Senate Chamber a6 5 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. Senor Sagasta, the Premier, 
addressed them as follows: 

“Tho times are 50 grave and the cir- 
cumstances so exceptional that acts and 
not words ure necessary to face the pres- 
ent difficulty. Attempts are being mado 
to sully the glorious history of Spain by 
an infamous calumny. The different Span- 
ish Governments haye done their utmost 
to avert the war to which woe are being 
provoked, 

“We have now reached tho limits of con- 
cessions, compatible with honor and ter- 
ritorial integrity. We consented to the 
last concessions at the instance of the 
Pope and the powors. Wo yielded, in 
fact, but now attempts are made upon 
our honor and menaces directed against 
our territory that is a thing to which 
Spaniards will never consent. (Applause.) 

“This is not the moment to tracoa 
parliamentary programroe, but the mo- 
mont to unite ourselyes, as our fathers 
have done, in the face of an odious at- 
tempt against the integrity of our terri- 
tory. ‘he insult offered us to-day is the 
most infamous that has eyer been offer- 
ed.’’ (Prolonged applause.) 

Continuing, Sonor Sagasta counselled 
the rapid constitution of the Chambers 
in order to accord to the Goyernment the 
means to defend the country’s interests, 
“Spain,’’ he added, ‘will not allow a 
parcel of her territory to be taken from 
her with impunity; nor will she bea 
party to any trafiicking for her posses- 
sions.”’ (Prolonged and  enthusiastio 
cheers greated the speech.) 

An Impressive Scene, 


Kyen more onthuslastio applause grect- 
ed his closing words, in which he sternly 
and proudly declared that the Goyorn- 
ment hoped to recelye the support of all 
Spuniards “in defenso of their territory 
and anolont rights against more odious 
and unfair aggression than any thelr an- 
costors had repelled with the same energy 
and courage.”’ 

If the idea still existed in tho mind of 
anyono that war could be ayolded, Sonor 
Sagasta’s firm speech is regarded as fin- 
ally settling all doubts,

HE GUN NTRES RAE 


Was the Principal Topic in tha 
House of Commons. 


Mr. Fielding Recelved a Good Deal of 
Criticlam From Opposition Members 
for the Discrimination Against Poor 
Poople—The Finance Minister Was 
Also Attacked om the Tarif Quostion— 
A Costly Blunder. 


Ottawa, April 20.—There was an in- 
toresting disoussion in the House yostor- 
day afternoon on the Finance Minister's 
masterly stroke of reducing to 2's per 
sont, the interest allowed to depositors in 
post-office sayings banks os a means of 
cutting down the interest charges on the 
growing public debt, 

Mr. Davin brought up the matter by 
an amondment to the Goyernmont mo- 
tion to go into committoo of ways and 
means on tho budget proposals. He do- 
nounced the reduction of interest on the 
pooplo’s savings as one of the worst fon: 
tures that over characterized a budget, 
and concluded by moving the following 
amondmont;: ‘‘That this House rogrots 
the determination of the Goyornment to 
lowor the rate of interest paid to deposi- 
tors in tho post-office savings banks, and 
would urgo its reconsideration,” 

Points Made by Mr. Macloan,. 

Mr. Maclean pointed out that ono of 
the worst foaturos of the reduction was 
to encourage the people to withdraw their 
monoy from the secure banks of the Goy- 
ornment and invest {t in institutions 
whojo security was worse than doubtful. 
He bolieyed that in Ontario alone fully 
$1,006,000 a year were lost to people who 
confided in certain loan companies. pri- 
yato banking enterprises and other in- 
securo institutions. He thought the Gov- 
ernment should rather encournge the 
working people to invest their sayings in 
the post-office sayings banks. 

Mr. Bonnett supported this argument, 
pointing out that the loss of trust funds 
in tholr flimsy concerns had in two cases 
he knew of led to suicide. Ho would 
rather see the Government increase the 
customs taxation slightly than reduce the 
rate of interest in sayings; or, better 
still, he would rather see the Adminis- 
tration put into practice the rigid econ- 
omy it had promised in soyeral of the 
departments of Government. 

Mr. Foster's Quotations, 

Mr, Foster, quoting from the returns, 
showed as against the argument that the 
post-oflico and Government sayings banks 
were boing used moro as a plan of invest- 
ment than saving, that, taking the two 
togethor, about 150,000 depositors had 
‘mounts to their credit of §500 and 
under, Besides this, the reduction would 
largely discourage tho habit of thrift 
which thoso banks ought rather to inoul- 
cate. There would be no decrease in the 
cost of managing these banks by reduo- 
ing the rate of interest, and if it had the 
offect of driving those depositors to other 
sayings banks the result would be disas- 
trous, He thought, therefore, the Goyern- 
ment was making a mistake, and in 
place of trying to saye this halfa million 
dollars by this tax on thrift, it would be 
better for them, as Mr. Bennett had said, 
to stick to their ante-election promises 
and reduce the expenditure. 

Mr. McDougall, speaking for the Mari- 
time Proyinces, strongly supported the 
resolution. ‘ 

Mr. Fielding’s Defence: 

The Finance Minister contended tha 
the bulk of the depositors in the post- 
office and Government sayings banks were 
not poor, but rich men. X 

Mr. Dayin—Fifty per cent. of them 
have less than $100 to thoir credit, 

Mr. Fielding held that did not still 
controyert his theory. He referred to the 
resolution of the Council of the Toronto 
Board of Trade, approving of the action 
of the Governmont, and concluded by re- 
marking that, having sympathy with the 
thrifty poor of the country, he had under 
consideration a scheme for dealing more 
liberally with the depositors of the smaller 
sums. 


Sir Charles Protested,. 


In the course of further debate it was 
pointed out by Sir Charles Tupper that 
the Council of the Board of Trade of To- 
ronto were wrong in their premises in 
supposing that the Goyernment had to 
keop a large reserye against those de- 
posits. He concluded by protesting 
against the proposed reduction. 

Mr. Wallace thought the Finance Min- 
ister was in great straits when he could 
only adduce tostimony in support of his 
proposal from the bankers of the country, 
who were the only ones finanolally inter- 
ested in the reduction. 

Sir Richard Puts in a Word. 


Sir Richard Cartwright said there was 
no reason why the Government should 
assist in keeping up an artificial rate of 
interest, thereby increasing tho cost of 
working capital to the manufacturers 
and tradors throughout the country. 

Mr. Wallace—Will the hon. gentleman 
say what rate of interest is paid for the 
Government's temporary loans? 

Mr. Fielding—My impression is the 
lust was 4 per cent. 

Sir Richard Cartwright, continuing, 
sald the high rato of interest which had 
been paid in the past had had a prejudicial 
effect on the general business of the 
country, and indirectly on the wages paid 
to the artisans of Canada. He announced 
that tho Goyernment was not unwilling 
to consider the expediont of making a 8 
per cont. rate for tho bencfit of the 
smaller class of Canadian depositors, 

Dr. Sproule said the action of the Goy- 
ernment was the reverse of encouraging 
thrift and frugality. 

Tho discussion was

to 40.

Mr. McDougall complained that the 
tobacco duty was too high, and to the 
surprise of the committee Mr. Landerkfn 
joined in tho request for a decrease of the 
duty, both in the interest of the revenue 
and of the consumers.

It's Spain's Move, 


The next move now must be made by 
Spain, according to the Department 
oflicials. Spain may promptly hand Mr. 
Woodford his passports on receipt of the 
communication and thus bring negotia- 
tions to the crisis and cause a breach of 
diplomatic relations within the next 24 
hours. It, on the other hand, it should 
neglect to return a satisfactory answer 
before Saturday noon, that line of policy 
Will be quite as offective as a positive 
act, inasmuch as i6 would amount to 
refusal of the demands of tho United 
States. In such cases the President would 
proceed ipmmediately to uso the naval and 
military forces of the United States to 
execute the will of Congress. How this 
would be dono is a matter of mero spocu- 
lation.

Washington, April 21.—During the five 
hours of discussion in tho Senate yester- 
day afternoon of its recent action upon 
the Cuban resolutions, in the course of 
which several extended speeches were 
made by Senators who yoted against the 
conference report upon the resolutions, 
only one new point was developed. 
That was made by Mr, Foraker of Ohio, 
in the course of a brief statoment con- 
cerning the recognition of the Cuban 
Republic’s independence. He said: ‘I 
think, quickly, speedily, possibly even 
now, on the yery day when the ultima- 
tum has been sent to Spain, pursuant te 
the resolutions that passed here, this 
Government has practically recognized 
theo Republic of Cuba, and [ think pos- 
sibly it is true we will all know by to- 
morrow that that Government is to-day 
boing officially dealt with by the Repub- 
licans of this Goyernment, as it should 
be."’ 

This utterance, coming from a momber 
of the Foreign Relations Committeo, 
created a profound sensation among the 
Senators, Boing pressed for the source of 
his information, Mr. Foraker replicd that 
his information was ‘‘positiye, but not 
official,’’

to 65, every Conservative of the House vot- 
ing against it.” 

Lhis was one of the outragen. 

Now a return has been brought dow: 
showing, not only that the scheme has not 
been reformed, but that this Goverament 
has given $12,986 in gratuities, and has ad- 
ded $64,230 to the annual charge for pen- 
sions. 

This great increase has resulted from the 
superannuation of officials to make room 
for ‘‘ the boys.”

GOD'S WAY OF SALVATION, 


Two More Able Addresses by Rey. Mr. 
Varley. 


Two large audiences were present yester- 
day at the Baptist church, the evening one 
qnite filling the largo auditorum, Mr. 
Varley preached two more powerful dis- 
courses that evidently made a deep impres- 
sion, ifone may judge by tho intensity 
with which the poople listened. In the 
afternoon he spoke from 2 Pot. 1:4 ** Par- 
takers of the divine nature.” He said that 
some people think a christian is a sort of 
superior sort of humanity culminating ulti- 
mately inangelic nature. No man can 
ever become an angel, despite the old song 
that makes him want to be. If man were 
to become an angel the only way would be 
for him to be born with the angel naturo. 
Christians, so far from having the angel 
nature, have something far better, since 
they are made partakers of the divine 
nature. Jno, 1:12 shows how this is ac- 
complished, It ie a great mistake to sup- 
pose that all men are the children of God 
in any real spiritual sense. The 
expression of ‘‘the universal fatherhood 
of God and brotherhood of man” contains 
the germ of a rank horesy. God isa Say- 
ior tothe penitent sinner; the Father 
only of regenerated sinners, and He is 
certainly the Judge of the finally impeni- 
tent. If man wore to die without this 
view of divine nature and go to heaven, 
granting such a thing possible, he would 
sin as soon as he got there. It is a signi- 
ficant fact that Christ never called Hi 
disciples ‘‘ brethren” till after the resur- 
rection. To bea partaker of the Divine 
nature is to partake of Christ’s life and 
wisdom ; His relationship to the Father 
and all that He is and has, of which we are 
joint heirs. A true Christian is as far 
above an unsaved man in his character and 

rivileges as a man isaboye a worm. The 
act of a man going from this world to 
another doesn’t alter his character any 
more than if he went from here to Toron- 
to. By Christ’s death He not only made 
atonement for committed sins, but He 
actually ‘* put away sin.” In other words, 
he not only cured the symptomatic mani- 
festationsof the disease of sin but healed the 
disease itself. Sins result always from sin. 
‘God has made him to be sin (not sins) 
who knew no sin.” This fact is not suffi- 
ciently emphasized asit should be. David 
couldn't bring back Uriah to life or remedy. 
the consequences of his sin, but God * put 
it away.” Peter says, ‘* being born again 
not of corruptible seed (the first birth), 
but of incorruptible (the new birth), &c.” 
In Eph, 4, the new man is ‘right,’ 
‘* whole” and ‘‘true.”’ I rejoice that poor 
Henry Varley lies buried in the sepulchre 
of Jesus, That's what my having been 
baptized means to me. Happy the man 
who sees himself crucified on the cross. 
Happier the man who goes to the sepul- 
chre and sees himself laid there in the per- 
son of his Lord ; happiest he who goes to 
that same sepulchre, finds it empty and 
sees himself *‘ risen with Ohrist.”

Clanse 17 enacts that the Clerk of the 
Crown in Chancery shall publish the re- |. 
turns in the Canada Gazotte and give the 
results in each electoral division as they

Clauso 18 proyides that a summary of 
the returns, by provinces and for the 
Dominion, shall be published in the Ga- 
zotte, 

The Act, said Mr. Fisher, in conelu- 
sion, is simple, providing merely tof the 
submission of a question to the people of 
Canada by means of the same machinery 
employed in a Dominion election.

Mr. Fisher Introduces’ His 


Straight Prohibition Plan. 


The Question for the Electors Will Sim- 


ply Be: “Are You in Favor of an Act 
Prohibiting the Importation, Manu- 
facture, or Sale of All Alcohollo 
Liquors for Use as Beveorages?''—The 


Procedure Fravohtsec Bill, 


Ottawa, April 29.—The time and at- 
tention of tho House yosterday were 
divided between the prohibition plobiscite 
bill and the Dill to abolish the Dominion 
Franchiso Act. This was quite in accord 
with tho fitness of things, as it is tho 
policy of the Government to harness those 
measures together. 


The Object of the Bill. 


Mr. Fisher, in introducing the prohibl- 
tion plebiscite bill, said that it was one 
that had been looked forward to with 
some expectation by the country. The 
bill was a straight and simple ono, It 
contains in tho third clause the question 
to bo submitted to the people of Canada. 
That wap the point most discussed by 
those interested in the measure, and the 
question which, ho thought, would meot 
the approval of those interested in its 
submission. The question was, Are you 
in fayor of the passago of an Act prohib- 
iting the importation, manufacture or 
sale of spirits, winos, ales, beor, cider and 
all other alooholic liquors for use as 
beyerages? It would be found, he added, 
that tho question was framed on the basis 
of the seyoral prohibition resolutions in- 
troduced at yarious times in tho House 
of Commons. 

Tho fourth clauso provides that the 
Goyernor-in-Council shall by proclama- 
tion name the day on which tho yoting 
shall take place, such proclamation to be 
published in three succossive issues of the 
Canada Gazetto and of the official Ga- 
zettes of the provinces. 


Who Are Entitled to Vote, 


The provision as to who may yote 
reads: ‘‘Every person who is entitled to 
yote for a member of tho Houso of Com- 
mons under the Franchiso Act of 1898’’ 
—that is, the Franchise Act now before 
the House. 

Clause six applies the Electoral Fran- 
chise Acts of the Dominion in eyory re- 
spect to the voting in question. In other 
words, it provides the machjnery and 
necessary powers to enforce law and order 
and such penalties as may be incurred 
by contravention of those Acts at the yot- 


Clause seyen provides that the Goy- 
ernor-in-Council may make regulations 
for effectively carrying out such proyi- 
sions. 

Clause eight relates to the ballot paper, 
which contains simply the question aboys 
recited, On the right hand of the paper 
are two columns, with the word ‘'Yes’’ 
at the top of one and ‘‘No”’ at the head 
of the other. The voter desiring to vote 
for prohibition will place his cross in 
the blank space under the word ‘‘ Yes,’’ 
and the yoter desiring to yote against it 
will place his mark under the word 
‘tNo,”’ 

Clause nine provides for the appoint- 
ment of rapresentatiyes of both sides of 
the question being present at tho polls, 
the same as in the cuse of an ordinary 
election, Tho candidates are entitled to 
be represented at the poll. 

Clause 10 provides for the adiministra- 
tion of the oath to such representatives, 
as undor the Election Act. __ 

Clause 11 enacts that these rept 
tives shall show written auf or’ 





Mr, Foster Makes a Suggestion, 


Mr. Foster raised the point that in the 
quostion the expression ‘‘mannfacture or 
sale,’’ should read ‘‘manufacture and 
sale,’ 

Mr. Fisher roplicd that if the word 
“and’’ were substituted it would mean 


to prove an offense it would be 


necessary to show that all the acts pro- 
hibited, and not a single ono, had been 
committed to secure a conviction. 

Mr. Foster said that, without. wishing 
to raise a debate on the first reading, he 
would morely state that the Government 
should haye added another clauso, be- 
couse if we wore going to tho cost of tak- 
ing a plebiscite and getting the opinion 
of tho people, 16 should be stated in tho 
bill that, in the event of a majority boing 
in fayor of prohibition, the Government 
will then consider it their duty to Iintro- 


a prohibition law to carry out the 


wishes of tho electorate.

A recont official re-, 
turn shows that in the city of Osaka, tho 
loading cotton manufacturing centre, B1,- 
400 mon and 27,900 women are employed 
in the cotton factories, and there are also 
0,000 handlooms, giving employmont to 
10,000 women and 5,600 mon It is stated 
in a recent report to the British Forelgn 
Oftice that thoro aro throughout Japan 
600,000 handlooms employing 895,0000 
womon and 48,000 men. 

Within one or two yoars large importa- 
tions of Japaneso jute rugs of beautiful 
designs have appeared in Canadian stores 
and have been sold at amazingly low 
prices, This is the more romarkable when 
wo learn, from a reosnt report of a Brit- 
ish consul at Osaka to tho Govornment, 
that carpet-woaying 18 practically all 
done by hand. His description of this work 
is so interesting that we reprint a porvion 
of it: 

Tho carpet makers of Sakai, the chief 
soat of the industry, situated about six 
miles from Osaka, took hints from the 
foreign articles, and jin course of time 
Improved so much upon their earllor pro- 
eosses that already in 1878 cotton and 
jute carpofs began to bo exported to 
Kuropo and America. The trade has now 
grown to large proportions, and it affords 
ono instance of the Japanese being able 
to beat those from whom thoy learned. 
Carpet-making affords a striking example ° 
of the successful competition betweon 
cheap labor and machinery, At Sakai 
there is no large factory, the handlooms 
are distributed all ovér the town, and the . 
carpet dealers supply the material and 
pay tho workers by the pieoo, In each 
house there may be three or four looms, 
ranging from three to twenty-four feet 
wide. ‘To each loom there are from two 
to four children, with a grown-up person 
superintending the work. With inoredible 
speed the children, some of them as 
young as seyen, pass the yarn ip and out 
of the warp and snip off the right length 
with a pair of spring clippers. They are 
kneeling at their work on a plank laid 
at the foot of a loom, and they slide back- 
ward and forward along their allotted 
share of the design. As their little fingers 
pass the yarn in and out of the cotton 
threads, these small children sing a sort 
of nursery rhyme, which helps them to 
remember the pattern, and at interyals 
the woman in charge leads off a new 
yerse, which tho children at once take up 
and simultaneously effect the change sug- 
gested by the new music and the words. 
They work, or, at least, are at their 
work, for twelve hours a day, and their 
Wages come to about one penny a aay. - 
The price of a rug made of cotton or 
hemp depends upon the number of threads 
in warp and woof; about 250 threads to 
ayard is the average quality. Woolen 
carpets are being manufactured, but in 
price they seem far to oxceed similar car- 
pots inade in North China without a 
corresponding improyement in quality. 
Australian wool js used, which, of course, 
is much dearer than the Mongolian wool, 
Small silk carpets are also being made, 
but the demand for these is limited; they 
cost as much as £1 per square foot, and 
‘for a oarpot of any given dimension 
ninety times the labor is required as in 
the caso of a hempen carpet. Three hands 
will make an ordinary hemp or wool rug 
three by six foot in one day, and it would 
take the same workers three months to 
make the silk carpet. The number of car 
pet-weaving establishments in the district 
of Osuka is nearly 2,000, producing 38,- 
000,000 square yards of carpet in the 
year, and in them are employed 5,000 
male and 18,000 female workers,

Ottawa, Ont., April 28.—Louis Ooste, 
Chief Hngineer of Publio Works, returned 
to Ottawa yesterday. He left hore a month 
ago for the purpose of inspecting deep 
water ports on British Columbia coast to 
locute & starting place for a railway to 
tho Yukon, and then intended going on 
to Dawson City. The object of Mr. 
Costoe’s return now is a mystery, but it 
is reported he has been recalled to give 
information to the Government regarding 
tho preliminary survey he made of 
Observatory Inlet.

Washington, April 22.—Appreciating 
that Havana is the key to the military sit- 
uation in Cuba, Rear-Admiral Sampson, 
commander-in-chief of the North Atlantic 
squardron, has confined the blockade he 
has instituted to ports connecting by rail- 
road with that city.

Spain Has No Reserve Coal. 

London, April 283.—A despatch to the_ 
Daily Yelegraph from Barcelona, via 
Paris, says: ‘‘Graye apprenhensions uro 
ontertained in the highest Government 
vircles that tho issue of war may be do- 
cided, not by valour and enthusiasm and 
dogged perseverance, qualities of which + 
the Spaniards possess an abundance, but 
by reseryes of coal and victuals, of which 
they haye made but a scanty provision 
in Cuba. It appears that, in respect of 
coal in particular, they are incomparably 
worso off thun they haye hitherto imag- 
ined. 

“Tho Spanish Goyernment, finally be- 
liecying down tothe very last moment 
that peaco would be preserved through 
the intercession of the Pope and the pow- 
ers, neglected to lay in sufficient provi- 
Sious of coal, despite the representations 
made to them by one or tio far-seeing 
nayal officers. Besides this, it is belleved 
they never once inquired of the British or 
other neutral Governments whether coal 
would be regarded as contraband of war. 
The result is said to be a state of things 
which may be fraught with unpleasant 
surprises and bring hostilities to a pre- 
mature ond.’’

Madrid, April 26.—The following de-

fined, chiefly because the injustice and 
proyooation come from our advorsarios, 
and itis they who, by thoir dotestable 
conduct, have caused this grave confilot.’’ 
The decree then says Spain maintains 
hor right to haye recourse to privatooring 
and announces that for the prosont only 
auxiliary cruisers will be fitted out;

is outlined in flye clauses, covering neu- 
tral flags and-goods, contraband of war, 
what will be considered a blockade, the 
right to search and what constitutes con- 
traband of war, ending with saying for- 
eign privateers will be rogarded as pirates. 
As to Privatoering. 
Continuing, the deoreo reads: ‘'Wo 
have obseryed with the strictest fidelity 
the principle of international law, and 
haye shown the most scrupulous respect 
for morality and the right of government. 
There is an*opinion that the fact that we 
have not adhered to the declaration of 
Paris does not exempt us from the duty 
of respecting the prinoiples therein enun 
clated. The principle Spain unquestion- 
ably refused to admit thon was the aboli- 
tion of privateering. The Government 
now considers is most indispensable to 
make absolute reserye on this point, in 
order to maintain our liberty of action 
and uncontested right to haye recourse to 
privateering when we consider {if expedi- 
ent, first, by organizing immodlately a 
force of cruisers, auxiliary to tho navy, 
which will bo composed of vessels of our 
mercantile marine and with equal dis- 
tinction in the work of our navy. 
Peace Treaty Annulled, 


**Clause one—The state of war existing 
botween Spain and the United States 
annuls the treaty of peace and amity of 
October 27, 1795, and the protocol of 
January 12, 1877, and all other agree- 
monts, treaties or conventions in force 
between the two countries, 

‘Clause two—From the publication of 
these presents, 80 days is granted to all 
ships of the United States, anchored in 
our harbors, to take their departure free 
of hindrance, 

‘‘Olause three—Notwithstanding that 
Spain has not adhered to the declaration 
of Paris, the Government, respecting the 
principle of the law of nations, proposes 
to observe, and hereby orders to be ob- 
seryed, the following regulations of mari- 
time law: 

‘*One—Noutral flags cover the enemy’s 
merchandise, except contraband of war. 

“Two—Neutral merchandise, except 
contraband of war, is not selzable under 
the enemy’s flag. 

“Three—A blockade to be obligatory, 
must be effective, viz.: It must be main- 
tained with suffloient force to proyent 
access to the enemy’s litteral. 

Auxiliary Cruisers, 

“‘Four—Thoe Spanish Government, up- 
holding its right to grant letters of mar- 
que, will at present confine itself to 
organizing, with the vessels of the mer- 
cantile marine, a force of auxiliary 
cruisers which will co-operate with the 
nayy, according to the needs of the cam- 
paign, and will be under nayal control. 

‘*Bive—In order to capture the enemy’s 
ships and confiscate the enomy’s mer- 
chandise and contraband of war, under 
whateyer form, the auxiliary cruisers 
will exeroise the right to search on the 
high seas, andin the waters under the 
enemy’s jurisdiction, in accordance with 
international law ana the regulations 
which will be published.’’

Remedies That Should Be Used Before the 
Doctor Arrives. 

A burn may result from excessive 
heat applied in any way—hot air or hot 
water, steam, flame or electricity—or 
even from extreme cold, The injury re- 
sulting from contact with hot water or 
Weam is usnally called a scald, but is 
practically the same. in its results asa 
burn. 

Surgeons spenk of different degrees 
of a burn, according to the amount of 
tissue destroyed by it. Thus a burn of 
the first degree is one that simply red- 
fens and irritates the skin; a burn of 
the second degree is ono that causes 
actual inflammation of the skin with 
the formation of blisters, while a burn 
of the third degreo destroys the skin 
and moro or less of the flesh beneath it,

British Diplomacy Eminently 
Successful in China. 


English Syndicate Secures a Lease of Mich 
Coal Vields in the Celestial Empire 
Active Opposition Eneoountored From 


Russia=—Itallan Government Seconds 


Great Iritain—Lord Sallebury's Hoalth 
Rostoreod—Mr, Gladstone Sinking. 


York, April 26.—Tho 
correspondent of tho Hyvening Post turns 
from the all-absorbing toplo—tho Spanish 
Amorloan war—long onough to wire tho 
following to his paper regarding what Is 
going on in the far Kast 

The British polloy of the open door, in 
pursuit of which the British Government 
sought, and still dosires, the co-operation 
of the United States, has this woek made 
a decisive coup in North China, 

A group of English capitalists, among 
whom may bo named Baron Rothschild, 
Earl Mayo and Mr, Causton, tho last of 
whom is associated with Ceoil Rhodos in 
the South Africa Chuartored Company, 
calling themselves a Pokin Syndicate, 
hayo seoured, after ao long diplomatic 
tussle botween England, Russia and 
France, ao 60-year concession of tho 
anormous coal and iron flolds, 250 miles 
by 40, in the Shana Province. 

The value of the concession may bo 
gauged by tho fact that Baron Von 
Richthofon ostimated that tho anthracite 
alone from it would meet the coal con- 
sumption of the world for over 2,000 
years, whilo the British railway now 
under construction through this rogion, 
gives a new artery of free commerce in 
China, and vastly inoreases~ Britain's 
hold on North China. By securing Wol- 
Hai-Wol British diplomacy scored a tri 
umph, but mainly a nayal triumph. By 
seouring these concessions in Shansi Lord 
Salisbury and Sir Claude Macdonald, the 
British Minister at Pekin, hayo shown 
the reality of the policy of the open door, 
for they did it in the face of the most 
active opposition of Russian diplomacy at 
Pekin, aided by France. With a bounsi- 
ful supply of the best coal on the spot, 
Great Britain holds a trump card in the 
commercial game in the North Pacifle. 

It is not a little signifloant that in the 
pursuit of this policy of the open door 
Lord Salisbury solicited and obtained the 
active diplomatic support of the Italian 
Government, while it is noteworthy that 
Charles Rudini, son of the Italian Pre- 
miler, is himself 1 member of the syndi- 
cate, and is now in Shansi. In connection 
therewith, Lord Salisbury, who is e t- 
ed back again at the Foreign Office from 
the South of France in restored health, 
himself initiated the diplomatic negotia- 
tions which resulted in this concession. 
Theirysuccess, doubtless, proyed the best 
possible tonic after the influenza, from 
which he now has almost completely re- 
covered. - 

There has been some silly newspaper 
talk this week about Lord Salisbury’s ill- 
ness haying been diplomatic in character. 
This is absolutely untrue. His illness 
was 80 real as to compel immediate rest, 
but neyer once has he allowed himself to 
consider his retirement either from the 
Prime Ministership or the Foreign Seore- 
taryship. He retains both positions.

Even the Most Densely Compacted Sill- 
coous Rocks Succumb to Time. 
Whoover expects ta find a stone that wil 
stand from century to century, deriding 
alike tho frigid rains and scorching solar 
rays, Without need of reparation will in- 
deod search for ‘the philosepher's stone.”

A despatch says:—The ontry of the 
Sirdar into Berber on Wednosday morning, 
April 2U, at the head of Brigadior-Goneral 
Macdonald's brigade was a fitting sequel to 
the brilliant victory at the Atbara. The 
route was kept by the troops of the garrison. 
The head of Brigadier-General Macdon- 
ald’s brigade arrived at the southern open- 
ing of the ramparts at seyen o'clock, avd at 
the same time the Sirdar, with Major-Gen— 
eral Hunter and a brilliant staff, came in 
from Es Sillem. They were received by 
the calvary in open lines under Oolonel 
Broadwood. The Horse Artillery fired a 
salute of twenty-one-guns, The troops 
then began their processional march 
through Berber. Following the Sirdar and 
his staff came the prisoner, Mahmud, at 
the head of the two thousand dervish pri- 
soners.

RIGHTS OF SPANISH VESSELS, 





President McKinley Issues a Proolama- 
tion Setting Forth the Rules. 


Washington, April 27.—The President 
yesterday issued a proclamation respeot- 
ing the rights of Spanish vessels now in 
or bound to United States ports, and 
also with regard to the right of search, 
with the following provisions: : 

First. The neutral flag covers enemy's 
goods with the exception of contraband 
of war. ; 

Second. Neutral goods not contraband 
of war are not liable to confiscation under 
the enemy’s flag. 

Third. Blockades in order to be bind- 
ing must be effective. 

Fourth. Spanish merchant vessels in 
any ports or places within the United 
States shall be allowed until May 21, 
1898, inolusive, for loading their cargoos 
and departing from such ports or places; 
and such Spanish merchant yoessels, if 
met at sea by any United States ship 
shall be permitted to continue their yoy- 
age if, on examination of their papers, it 
shall appear that their caroges were taken 
on board before the expiration of the 
above term, provided that nothing herein 
contained shall apply to Spanish vessels 
baying on board any officers in the mili- 
tary or naval service of the enemy or any 
coal (except such as may be necessary for 
their yoyage) or any other article pro- 
hibited or contraband of war, or any 
despatch of or to the Spanish Goyern- 
ment. 

Bifth. Any Spanish merchant vessel 
which prior to April 91, 1898, shall have 
sailed for any foreign port bound for any 
port or place in the United States shall 
be permitted to enter such port or place, 
and to discharge hor cargo, and after- 
wards forthwith to depart without 
molostation; and any such vessel, if met 
at soa by any United States ship shall be 
permitted tg continue her yoyage to any 
port nob blookaded. :

VICTORY OR DEATH. 


Marshal Count Chaste Hopes That Gen.

Madrid, April 27,—In the Senate Mar- 
shal Count Chaste eulogized the army 
in Cuba, and recalled his experience 45 
years ago, when, as ‘Captain-General of 
Cuba, he ordered the forts to firo on the 
Anglo-American fleot, which was obliged 
to retire.

TARTE PREVARICATED. 





His Version of the La Patrie Affair 
Designedly Aside From the Truth. 
(Mail and Empire.) 

Ottawa, Ont., April 28.—Mr. ‘Tarte 
swore at the Drummond deal enquiry this 
morning that to avoid adverse criticism he 
gave & vorsion of the La Patrie affair last

algnals out. Ship reefing matntopsall. 
Awnings takon in. 
weather oyorywhere. The clouds congro- 
gato around the sun, proposing to abolish 
him. But after awhile ho assaila tho 
flanka of tho clouds with flying artillery 
of Nght, and hero and thore is a sign of 
clearing weather. Many do not observe 
is. Many do not realizo it, ‘And now 
mon soo not the bright Nght which fs in 
tho clouds.'’ In other words, thore are 
100 mon louking for storm where there is 
one man looking for sunshino, My objoot 
will be to zot you and myself into tho 
delightful habit of making the best of 
eyory thing. 

You may have wondered at the statia- 
tios that in India in the year 1875 there 
wore 19,000 people slain by wild beasts, 
and that in the year 1876 thero were in 
India oyer 90,000 people destroyed by 
wild animals. But there is a monster in 
our own land which is year by year de- 
stroying more than that. It 1s the old 
bear of melancholy, and with gospel wea- 
pons I propose to chaso it back to its 
midnight cayerns. I mean to do two 
sums—a sum in subtraction and a sum 
in addition—a subtraction from your 
days of doprossion and an addition to 
your days of joy. If God will help me, I 
will compel you to see the bright light 
that there is in the clouds and compel 
you to make the best of everything. 

In the first placo, you ought to make 
the yery best of all your financial misfor- 
tunes. Duving the panio a few years ago 
you all lost monoy. Some of you lost it 
in most unaccountable ways. For the 
quostion, ‘‘How many thousands of dol- 
lars shall I put aside this year?’’ you 
substituted the question, ‘‘How shall I 
pay my butcher and baker and olothier 
and Jandlord?’’ You had the sensation of 
rowing hard with two oars and yet all 
the time going down stream. 

You did not say much about it because 
it was not politic to speak much of fin- 
ancial embarrassment, but your wife 
know. Less yariety of wardrobe, more 
economy at the table, self denial in art 
and tapestry, Compression, retrenchment, 
Who did not fowl the necessity of it? My 
friend, did you make the best of this? 
Aro you aware of how narrow an escape 
you made? Suppose you had reached the 
fortune toward which you were rapidly 
going? What thon? You would have been 
as proud as Lucifer. 

How few men have succeeded largely in 
a financial sense and yet matntained 
thoir simplicity and religious consecra- 
tion! Not one man out of 100. There are 
glorious exceptions, but the general rule 
is that in proportion asa man _ gots well 
off for this world he gets poorly off for 
the noxt. He loses his sense of depend- 
ence on God. He gets a distaste for prayor 
meetings. With plenty of bank stooks and 
plenty of goyerninont securities, what 
doos that man know of the prayer, ‘‘Give 
mo this day my daily bread?’ How few 
men largely successful in this world are 
bringing souls to Christ or showing self 
denial for others or are eminent for 
piety? You can count them all upon your 
eight fingers and two thumbs. 

One of the old coyetous souls, when he 
was sick and sick unto death, used to 
haye a basjn brought in, a basin filled 
with gold, ana his only amusement and 
the only relief he got for his inflamed 
hands was running it up in the basin. 
Oh, what infatuation and what destroy- 
ing power money has for many a man! 
Now, you were sailing at 80- knots the 
hour toward theso vortices of worldliness 
—what a mercy it was, that honest defal- 
cation! The same divine hand that 
crushed your storehouse, your bank, your 
office, your insurance company, lifted you 
out of destruction. The day you honestly 
susponded in business made your fortune 
for oternity. 

Oh," you say, ‘I could get along yery 
well myself, but I am so disappointed 
that I cannot leave a competence for my 
children!” My brother, the same financial 
miisfortune that is golng to saye your 
soul will sayo your children. With the 
anticipation of large fortune, how much 
industry would your children hayo, with- 
out which habiv’wt- sadustry there is no 
safcty? The young man would say, ‘Well, 







“there's no need of my working. My father 


Will soon step ouf,-and tien I’ll have just 
what 1 want.” You cannot hide from 
him how much you are worth, You 
think you are hiding it. He knows all 
about it. He can tell you almost to a 
dollar, Perhaps he has been to the county 
office and searched the records of deeds 
and mortgayes, and he has added it all 
up, and he has made on estimate of how 
long you will probably stay in this 
world, and jg not as much worried about 
your rhoumatisin and shortness cf breath 
as you are. The only fortune worth any- 
thing that you can give your child is the 
fyrtune you putin his head and heart, 
Of all the young men who started life 
with $40,000 capital, how many turnod 
out well? I do not know half a dozen. 
The best inheritance a young man can 
have ja tho feeling that he has to fight 
bis own battle, and that life is a struggle 
into which he must throw body, mind 
and soul or bo disgracofully worsted. 
Where are the burial places of the mon 
who started life with a fortune? Some of 
them in tho potter's field, some in the 
suicide’s grave. But fow of these men 
reached 85 years of ago. They drank, 
they smoked, thoy gambled. In thom the 
beast dostroyed the man. Some of them 
lived long enough to get their fortunes 
nud wont through thom. The yast major- 
ity of thom did pot live to got their in- 
horitanece. From the ginshop or house of 
infamy theyowere brought home to their 
futhor’s house and in dolirium began to 


pick off loathsome reptilos from the em- 
broidered pillow and to fight back imag- 
joury dovils. And then they were laid 
out in highly npholstergd parlor, the 
cnekot covered with flowers by indulgent 
parents, flowers suggostive of a resurrec- 
tlon th no hone, 

As you sab this morying at your break- 
fast tablo and looked into the faoos of 
your children perhaps you sald within 
yourself; “Poor things! How I wish I

While your temptations 
may be different, they are no more than 
those of. the man who has an appetite 
three times 9 day and sleeps eight hours 
evory night,
